Sir  :  I  liave  the  lienor  to  submit  my  fourth,  the  tenth  annual  report 
of  the  Director  of  the  Mint  since  the  organization  of  this  Bureau,  show- 
ing the  operations  of  the  mints  and  assay  offices  of  the  United  States 
during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1S82. 

The  receipts  of  foreign  coin  and  bullion  declined,  and  at  the  close  of 
the  year  had  almost  entirely  ceased,  yet  a  large  amount  of  bullion  was 
deposited  for  jiarting  and  refining,  and  the  mints  were  fully  occupied 
in  coining  the  silver  purchased  for  that  purpose,  and  the  large  amount 
of  gold  previously  received  from  foreign  countries  as  well  as  that  pro- 
duced during  the  year  by  the  mines  of  the  United  States. 

The  import  of  gold  continued  to  exceed  its  export  during  the  first 
half  of  the  fiscal  year,  at  the  close  of  which  the  excess  amounted  to- 
$30,100,230.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  movement  was  reversed 
and  the  excess  of  the  exports  over  the  gold  imports  was  $28,311,047, 
reducing  the  net  gain  during  the  whole  of  the  fiscal  year  to  $1,789,183. 


The  deposits  of  bullion  and  coin,  exclusive  of  redeposits,  were,  of  gold^ 
$00,756,652.95,  and  of  silver,  including  purchases,  $33,720,191.42,  mak" 
ing  a  total  of  $100,477,144.37;  of  which  $57,993,086.03  of  gold  and 
$1,787,385.67  of  silver  were  again  deposited,  making  the  total  amount 
received  and  operated  upon  during  the  year  at  all  the  mints  and  assay 
oflices  $124,749,738.98  of  gold  and  $35',507,877.09  of  silver,  a  total  of 
$160,257,616.07. 

The  deposits  of  domestic  i>roduction  were,  gold,  $31,298,511.97,  and 
silver,  $30,956,588.18,  a  total  of  $62,255,100.15;  of  foreign  coin  and  bull- 
ion, gold,  $33,088,617.82,  and  of  silver,  $2,287,463.17;  of  United  States 
coin,  gold,  $599,356.80,  of  silver,  $127,572.40,  a  total  of  $726,929.20,  and 
of  jewelry,  plate,  &c.,  gold,  $1,770,166.36;  silver,  $348,867.67. 


The  gold  coinage  of  the  mints  during  both  the  fiscal  and  calendar 
year  was  greater  than  that  of  any  previous  year  in  their  history;  being 
for  the  latter  nearly  eleven  millions  greater  than  the  gold  coinage  of 
the  fiscal  vear  1881,  and  nearly  twenty-seven  millions  in  excess  of  the 
heavy  coinage  in  1851  of  $62,614,492.50. 


DEPOSITS  AND  PURCHASES. 


COINAGE. 
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At  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  j  ear  tLe  coinaoe  mints  and  New 
York  assay  office  lield  of  uncoined  ^old  bullion  $8G,548,G96.9{),  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year  there  remained  853,700,22o.57,  the  amount  on  hand 
having  been  reduced  $32,848,471.39.  With  this  and  lOG, 750,052.95  gold 
deposited  during  the  year  there  were  coined  11,260,003  pieces  of  gold 
of  the  value  of  $89,413,447.50,  the  balance  having  been  ]jaid  to  depositors 
in  fine  bars  and  accounted  for  in  the  wastage  of  the  operative  officers 
and  the  loss  on  sale  of  sweeps.  About  five-sixths  ($65,000,000)  of  the 
total  gold  coinage  was  in  eagles  and  half  eagles.  The  coinage  of  double 
eagles  being  $14,563,920;  of  eagles,  $44,369,410,  and  of  half  eagles, 
$30,473,955. 

The  gold  coinage  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  was  nearly  all  in  eagles 
and  half  eagles,  the  value  of  the  former  being  $36,700,050  and  of  the 
latter  $22,971,725. 

At  the  San  Francisco  Mint  little  over  half  of  the  coinage  was  in 
eagles  and  half  eagles,  the  denominations  coined  being,  double  eagles, 
$14,200,000 ;  eagles,  $7,400,000;  hidf  eagles,  $7,250,000.  Coinage  at  the 
San  Francisco  Mint  of  a  portion  of  the  bullion  belonging  to  the  United 
States  into  denominations  of  $20  has  been  permitted  because  of  the 
greater  demand  for  large  coins  on  the  Pacific  coast,  where  the  large  ex- 
changes and  settlements  are  generally  effected  by  the  actual  use  of  gold, 
and  less  paper  is  employed  for  the  purpose  than  in  other  portions  of  the 
country. 

The  silver  coinage  amounted  to  $27,783,388.75,  of  which  $27,772,075 
were  silver  dollars  and  $11,313.75  were  proof  silver  coins  of  other  de- 
nominations.

The  stock  of  5-cent  nickel  coins  in  the  Treasury  having  become  de- 
pleted, and  there  being  a  demand  for  such  coin,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  on  the  12th  day  of  November,  1881,  directed  that  the  coinage 
of  5-cen't  nickels  be  resumed,  and  that  the  copper  and  nickel  cents 
issued  under  acts  in  force  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Coinage  Act  of 
1873,  held  in  the  custody  of  the  sui)erintendent  of  the  mint  at  Philn- 
delphin  for  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  should  berecoined  into 
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r)-cent  iiiclcol  pieces,  of  wliicli  4,  l(H),77r)  i)ieces,  of  a  value  of  $220,038.75, 
were  struck  (lurinj^'  the  year.  This  rcicoinage  lias  occasioned  no  loss, 
but  on  the  contrary  has  resulted  in  a  large  profit. 

BARS. 

(;old  bars  were  manufactured  during  the  year  to  the  vulue  of 
$37,r)0r),120.04.  At  the  New  York  Assay  Office,  fine  bars  of  the  value 
of  $12,147,(574.00  were  ]»repMred  for  depositors,  and  bars  of  stand- 
ard fineness  of  the  value  of  .|23,730,t»78.18  were  jnade  for  shipment  to 
the  IMiiladelphia  Mint  for  coinage.  Fine  silver  bars  of  the  value  of 
$7,7()0,808.15  were  manufactured  for  dei)ositors,  principally  at  the  New 
York  Assay  Office. 

The  total  value  of  fine,  standard,  and  unparted  silver  bars  manu- 
factured at  all  the  mints  and  assay  offices  was  $8,129,202.04,  and  the 
total  value  of  both  gold  and  silver  bars  $45,034,322.98. 

BARS  EXCHANGED  FOR  COIN. 

The  act,  approved  on  the  26th  of  May  last,  authorizing  the  receipt  of 
United  States  gold  coin  in  exchange  for  gold  bars  has  been  found,  as 
was  anticipated,  advantageous  to  the  government.  Under  its  provisions, 
during  the  month  of  June,  gold  bullion  to  the  value  of  $2,097,166.15,  in 
the  form  of  tine  bars  suitable  for  export,  was  exchanged  at  the  New 
York  Assay  Office  for  gold  coin,  saving  to  the  government  the  expense 
of  its  coinage,  as  well  as  of  transporting  it  to  Philadelphia  and  of  the 
resulting  coin-back  to  New  York.  During  the  months  of  July,  August, 
and  September  there  was  a  further  exchange  of  gold  bullion  for  coin 
to  the  amount  of  $3,890,833.91,  a  total  of  $6,588,000.06  since  the  passage 
of  the  law  and  up  to  October  1. 

PARTING  AND  REFINING. 

The  deposits  of  bullion  for  parting  and  refining  were  about  one  mill- 
ion of  gross  ounces  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  resulting  chiefly 
from  increased  receipts  for  that  purpose  at  the  New  York  Assay  Office. 

The  following  table  shows  the  gross  ounces  of  bullion  sent  to  the  acid 
refineries  of  the  coinage  mints  and  the  New  York  Assay  Office,  and  the 
ounces  of  standard  gold  and  silver  received :

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I>IES  AND  MEDALS. 

Of  the  (lies  executed  at  tlie  Philadelphia  Mint,  410  were  prepared  to 
be  used  in  striking  gold  coins,  2G0  for  silver,  507  for  minor  and  30  for 
proof  coins,  and  28  for  the  striking  of  medals;  a  total  of  1,295. 

Medals  were  made  and  sold  to  the  number  of,  in  fine  gold,  876 ;  silver, 
4,522 ;  bronze,  803  j  a  total  of  6,201 ;  and  proof-sets,  of  gold,  34 ;  silver, 
1,112. 

SILVER  PURCHASES. 

The  silver  bullion  purchased  for  coinage,  ou  hand  in  the  coinage  mints 
at  the  coaumencement  of  the  fiscal  year,  amounted  to  3,145,014.83  ounces, 
costing  $3,191,002.25. 

There  were  purchased  during  the  year,  including  partings  and  bullion 
received  in  payment  of  charges,  23,465,452.39  ounces,  costing  $23,975,- 
165.22.  Of  this  amount  23,875,720.37  ounces  of  standard  silver  bullion, 
costing  $24,342,501.60,  were  used  in  coining  standard  silver  dollars  and 
subsidiary  proof  coins,  and  31,524.25  ounces  were  wasted  and  sold  in 
sweeps,  costing  831,992.83,  leaving  of  i)urchased  silver  at  the  close  of 
the  year  2,703,222.60  ounces  of  standard  fineness,  costing  $2,791,763.04. 

The  average  monthly  coinage  was  1,988,885.50  ounces  of  standard  fine- 
ness, at  an  average  cost  of  $2,027,777.04. 

In  addition  to  the  purchases  at  the  mints,  161,776.98  standard  ounces 
were  obtained  at  the  Xew  York  Assay  Office,  at  $1  per  standard  ounce, 
in  ])ayment  of  charges,  making  the  total  receipts  of  silver  by  purchase 
(.uring  the  year  as  follows:

In  the  weekly  purchases  it  has  been  the  purpose  to  obtain  not  less 
than  $2,000,000  worth  of  silver  bullion  for  each  month. 

Where  this  has  not  been  the  case,  it  was  either  on  account  of  the  failure 
of  sellers  of  silver  to  deliver  their  bullion  promptly  during  the  month  in 
which  it  was  purchased,  or  from  the  fact  that  sufiicient  silver  was  not 
ottered  at  rates  not  exceeding  the  market  price.  The  table  of  purchases 
duriug  the  year  shows,  however,  a  monthly  delivery  and  coinage  averag- 
ing over  $2,000,000  worth  of  silver  bullion,  and  a  compliance  with  the 
pmvisions  of  the  law  as  far  as  practicable.  .  r 

The  average  price  paid  during  the  year  for  silver  bullion  was  $1.02.15 
per  ounce  standard.  The  average  London  quotation  for  silver  bullion 
of  British  standard  was  511f  pence  per  ounce,  equivalent  at  the  par  of 
exchange  to  $1.13.623  per  ounce  fine,  or  $1.02.26  per  ounce  standard. 
The  New  York  selling  price  of  silver  during  the  year  was  $1.13.799  per 
ounce  fine,  or  $1.02.419  per  ounce  standaitl.    No  otters  of  silver  were 
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accepted  or  purchases  made  at  rates  in  excess  of  the  equivalent  of  the 
Lon(h)u  ])rice  on  the  date  of  purchase. 

The  dilhcnlties  heretofore  exi)erieiiced  in  supplying  the  New  Orleans 
Mint  with  silver  at  market  rates  have  been  overcome,  and  purchases  of 
silver  bullion  are  now  made  for  delivery  at  that  mint  at  rates  little,  if 
any,  in  excess  of  the  price  i)aid  for  delivery  at  the  IMuladelphia  Mint. 
It  was  therefore  deemed  exi)edient  to  keep  the  New  Orleans  Mint  well 
supplied  with  silver  bullion  and  employed  in  the  coinage  of  silver  dol- 
lars. This  enabled  the  Philadelphia  Mint  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
tlie  Treasury  and  of  the  public  for  gold  aiul  minor  coins,  and  relieved 
it  from  the  necessity  of  increasing  its  silver  coinage  when  the  high  prices 
asked  for  silver  bullion  at  San  Francisco  prevented  the  mint  at  that 
place  from  obtaining  a  supply. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  on  the  30th  of  January,  1882,  author- 
ized the  superintendents  of  the  coinage  mints  to  purchase  mutilated  and 
uncurrent  silver  coin  when  delivered  in  sums  of  $?>  and  upwards  and 
to  pay,  without  previous  melt  or  assay,  at  the  rate  of  $1  per  ounce  of 
silver  of  standard  fineness  contained,  the  coins  so  purchased  to  be  used 
in  the  coinage  of  the  standard  silver  dollars.  The  mutilated  and  uncur- 
rent silver  coin  i^resented  in  sums  of  $3  and  upward,  from  the  1st  of 
February  to  June  30,  1882,  have  amounted,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained, to  about  $29,000. 

The  assayers  in  charge  of  the  United  States  mint  at  Denver  and  of 
the  assay  offices  at  Helena,  Charlotte,  Boise,'and  Saint  Louis  were  au- 
thorized, under  date  of  February  7,  1882,  to  purchase  the  silver  taken 
for  assay  of  silver  bullion  deposited  for  unparted  bars  and  to  pay  for 
the  same  in  coin  at  the  rate  of  $1  per  ounce  of  standard  silver,  and  the 
bullion  thus  purchased  to  be  transmitted  by  them,  with  other  bullion, 
to  the  coinage  mints,  to  be  used  in  the  coinage  of  the  standard  silver 
dollars. 

The  profits  on  the  silver  bullion  coined  during  the  year  and  credited 
to  the  silver  profit  fund  amounted  to  $3,440,887.15.  Of  this  sum 
$3,438,829.41  were  profits  on  the  coinage  of  standard  silver  dollars,  and 
the  remainder,  $2,057.74,  were  profits  on  the  fractional  silver  coined. 

Fractional  silver  coins  of  the  nominal  value  of  $11,313.75  were  struck 
at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  by  the  superintendent's  orders,  to  enable  him 
to  supply  numismatists  and  others  desiring  to  keep  up  complete  collec- 
tions of  the  coinage. 

Of  the  profits  on  the  coinage  of  silver  $2,554,729.33  were  deposited 
in  the  Treasury  during  the  year,  together  with  $1,101,645.43  standing 
to  the  credit  of  that  account  at  the  commencement  of  the  year ;  $64,026.11 
were  paid  for  transportation,  and  $15,055.99  for  wastage  and  loss  on  sale 
of  sweeps,  leaving  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  silver  profit  fund  in 
the  mints,  on  June  30,  1882,  of  $807,075.72,  which  sum  has  since  been 
deposited  in  the  Treasury. 

DISTRIBUTION. 

The  following  statement  exhibits  the  balance  on  hand  June  30,  1881, 
coinage  and  distribution  of  silver  dollars  at  each  mint,  being  compiled 
from  statements  made  to  this  Bureau,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  amount  distributed  during  the  year  from  the  mints  aggregates 
$15,747,463  :

Of  the  $27,772,075  coined  during  the  year,  $12,025,783  had  not  at  the 
close  of  the  year  been  called  for  or  moved  from  the  mints,  and  of  the 
total  standard  dollar  coinage  there  were  still  in  the  mints  $35,365,672.

The  amount  of  silver  dollars  put  into  circulation  from  the  New  Or- 
leans Mint  exceeded  the  coinage  of  the  year  at  that  mint  about  $400,000, 
while  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  it  was  83,000,000  less,  at  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Mint  over  $9,000,000  less,  and  at  the  Carson  Mint  $200,000  less 
than  the  yearly  coinage  of  these  mints  respectively. 

APPROPRIATIONS,  EARNINGS,  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

The  total  amount  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  mints  and  assay 
offices  for  the  fiscal  vear  ended  June  30,  1882,  was  $1,209,000,  of  which 
amount  the  sum  of  $1,176,265.21  was  expended.  In  addition  thereto 
there  was  exi)ended  from  the  appropriation  contained  in  the  act  autluu'- 
izing  the  coinage  of  the  standard  silver  dollar,  ])assed  February  28, 
1878,  the  sum  of  $137,559.61  on  account  of  the  mints,  and  $2,173.37  at 
the  Treasury  Department,  a  total  of  $139,732.98.  Of  this  amount 
$10,124.89  was  i)aidlor  four  automatic  weighing  machines,  two  of  them 
to  be  used  at  Philadelphia  and  two  at  San  Francisco. 
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The  appropriations  for  tlie  several  mints  and  assay  offices,  and  the 
amounts  expended  from  them,  are  shown  in  the  following  table  :

In  the  appendix  will  be  found  a  statement  showing  the  total  earn- 
ings and  gains  from  all  sources  at  the  mints  and  assay  offices  during- 
the  year,  and  the  total  expenditures,  wastages,  and  losses  of  all  kinds. 
The  gross  earnings  amounted  to  $4,268,7'12.56,  and  the  gross  expendi- 
tures and  losses  to  $1,689,544.68. 

A  statement  is  also  given  showing  the  wastage  of  the  precious  metals, 
at  each  of  the  mints  during  the  year  and  the  loss  occasioned  by  the  sale 
of  bullion  in  sweeps. 

The  total  value  of  the  precious  metals  wasted  during  the  year  at  the 
four  coinage  mints  and  the  New  York  Assay  Uffice  was  only  $36,658.93  ; 
while  bullion  of  the  value  of  $16,685.28  was  returned  by  the  melter  and 
refiner  of  the  mint  at  San  Francisco  in  excess  of  the  amount  with 
which  he  was  charged,  and  by  the  melter  and  refiner  at  the  New  York 
Assay  Office  of  the  value  of  $21,729.15,  making  a  total  gain  of  $38,414.43, 
or  a  net  excess  over  and  above  the  entire  amount  of  bullion  wasted  of 
tlie  value  of  $1,755.50  ;  showing  that  on  the  large  amount  of  gold  and 
silver  bullion  operated  upon  at  the  mints  of  the  United  States  and  the 
New  York  Assay  Office,  there  was  an  absolute  gain  of  over  seventeen 
hundred  dollars. 

The  loss  on  the  sale  of  sweeps  is  not,  strictly  speaking,  a  loss  in  the 
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ordinary  operations  of  the  mints,  but  represents  the  difference  between 
the  value  of  the  gold  and  silver  contained  in  sweepings,  as  determined 
by  assay,  and  the  price  received  for  the  sweeps,  which  are  sold  because 
the  mints,  with  their  inadequate  facilities  for  working  such  material, 
cannot  extract  gold  and  silver  of  sufficient  value,  less  expenses,  to  equal 
the  sum  which  smelters  will  pay  for  them. 

REFINERY  EARNINGS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

The  charges  collected  during  the  year  for  parting  and  refining  bull- 
ion, which  by  law  are  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of 
those  operations,  amounted  to  $278,882,  of  which  the  sum  of  $204,609.56 
was  paid  out  for  expenses. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  amounts  collected  and  expended 
for  parting  and  refining  bullion,  including  that  portion  of  the  wastages  of 
the  operative  officers  and  the  loss  on  sweeps  sold,  properly  payable  from 
that  fund :

The  net  excess  of  the  earnings  of  the  refineries  over  the  expenses 
from  the  first  of  Jn\y,  1876,  to  June  30, 1882,  remaining  in  the  Treasury 
of  the  United  States,  amounted  on  thefirstday  of  July  last  to  $  153,311.80. 
This  is  a  very  satisfactory  exliibit,  es])ecially  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  rates  charged  for  parting  and  refining  at  some  of  the  mints  had  been 
reduced  and  were  less  than  in  i)revious  years,  and  shows  that  the  refin- 
eries have  been  more  than  self-supporting. 

Tlie  charges  for  i)arting  and  refining  collected  during  the  year  at  each 
institution  were  sufficient  to  defray  the  expenditures  of  those  operations, 
except  at  Carson  and  New  Orleans.  The  slight  deficiencies  at  those 
mints  were  occasioned  in  part  by  the  payments  of  bills  accruing  in  for- 
mer years,  and  will  not,  it  is  believed,  necessitate  an  increase  in  the 
rates  of  charges. 

ANNUAL,  ASSAY. 

The  annual  assay  to  test  the  weight  and  fineness  of  the  coins  struck 
at  the  mints  during  the  calendar  year  1881  was  made  at  the  Philadel- 
phia Mint  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  February  last,  as  required  by 
law.  Assays  were  made  and  the  weights  tested  of  the  reserved  coins 
from  deliveries  in  each  month  throughout  the  year,  and  the  results  were 
reported  by  the  committee  on  weighing  "that  all  the  coins  weighed  are 
within  the  limits  of  exactness  required  by  law,  and  that,  in  fact,  very 
few  vary  from  the  standard  by  one-half  the  tolerance";  and  by  the  com- 
mittee on  assaying  that  they  had  taken  the  gold  and  silver  coins  re- 
served from  tlie  several  mints  "and  liave assayed  the  same  in  mass,  and 
also  the  individual  coins,"  and  that — 

Tlie  greatest  rtoviation  from  the  standard  in  the  coinage  exainiixMl  is  far  wit  hin  the 
limits  allowed  bylaw,  and  exhibits  a  remarkable  degree  of  uniformity  in  mixture,

An  analyHis  of  tlie  cop- 
per alloy  pri'seiit  shows  that  it  is  stibstautially  in  accordance  with  the  law  and  regu- 
lations. 

Whereupon  it  was  resolved  by  the  commission- 
That  the  assay  commission  having  examined  and  tested  the  reserved  coins  of  the 
several  mints  for  the  year  1881,  and  it  appearing  that  these  coins  are  within  the  tol- 
erance prescribed  by  law,  the  trial  is  considered  and  reported  as  satisfactory. 

ESTIMATION  OP   THE  VALUES  OF  FOREIGN  COINS. 

The  estimation  of  the  Director  of  tlie  Mint  and  the  proclamation  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1882,  of  the 
values  of  standard  (ioins  in  circulation  of  the  various  nations  of  the 
world  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

The  valuation  of  foreign  coins  estimated  in  the  circular  of  January  1, 
1882,  was  based  upon  the  average  price  of  silver  bullion  for  the  last  three 
months  of  1881  to  December  20. 

The  average  price  was  51.88G  pence  per  ounce  British  standard,  and 
the  equivalent  price  113.74  cents  per  fine  ounce. 

Upon  this  basis  the  follovring  clianges  were  made  in  the  values  of  sil- 
ver coins  from  those  estimated  by  the  circular  of  January  1, 1881:  The 
Austrian  florin,  from  40.7  cents  to  40.6  cents ;  the  Japan  yen,  from  88.8 
cents  to  88.7  cents.  The  -'gourde"  of  Hayti  was  estimated  to  be  worth 
00.5  cents. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  ANNUAL  SETTLEMENTS. 

An  account  was  taken  at  each  of  the  mints  and  at  the  New  York  As- 
say Office  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  coin,  bullion,  and  other 
moneys  belonging  to  those  institutious  in  the  hands  of  the  superintend- 
ent, and  delivered  to  him  by  the  operative  officers. 

The  annual  examinations  of  the  operative  officers  were  superintended 
by  the  Director  or  a  representative  of  the  Bureau,  and  were  found  sat- 
isfactory, the  wastage  in  no  case  exceeding  the  legal  limits. 

The  gold  bullion  operated  upon  in  tlie  melter  and  refiner's  depart- 
ments in  the  mints  and  New  York  Assay  Office  amounted  to  14,018,071 
standard  ounces,  on  which  the  legal  allowance  for  wastage  was  14,618 
standard  ounces,  and  the  actual  wastage  835.27  standard  ounces.  Of 
silver  bullion  54,540,070  ounces  of  standard  fineness  were  operated  upon, 
on  which  the  legal  limit  of  wastage  was  81,810  ounces,  aud  the  actual 
wastage  7,000  ounces. 

In  the  coiner's  departments,  10,616,313  ounces  of  gold  of  standard 
fineness  were  operated  upon,  on  which  the  legal  limit  of  wastage  was 
5,308  ounces,  and  the  actual  wastage  470  ounces.  Of  silver  bullion 
47,203,782  ounces  were  operated  upon,  upon  which  the  legal  limit  of 
wastage  was  47,203  ounces,  and  the  actual  wastage  4,270  ounces. 

The  total  wastage  at  all  the  institutions  during  the  year  was  1,305.27 
ounces  of  gold,  of  the  value  of  $24,306.30,  and  12,275  ounces  of  silver,  of 
the  value  $12,352.63. 

Besides  the  annual  settlements,  special  examinations  were  had  at  the 
San  Francisco  and  New  Orleans  Mints  to  ascertain  the  facts  in  respect 
to  charges  affecting  their  management,  aud  the  result  of  the  examina- 
tions, with  the  evidence,  were  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 
A  special  settlement  also  was  made  at  the  close  of  the  calendar  year 
at  tlie  New  York  Assay  Office,  having  been  rendered  necessary  by  rea- 
son of  th6  resignation  of  the  super  nteudent,  Thomas  C.  Acton,  and  the 
appointment  of  Tierre  C.  Van  Wyck  as  his  successor. 
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REVIEW  OF  THE  MINT  SERVICE. 

Besides  tlie  cnrrent  office  work  of  this  Bureau  in  supervising!-  the 
operations  of  tlic  mints  and  assay  offices,  their  contracts,  i)urchases, 
and  expenditures,  in  examining-  their  monthly  and  quarterly  accounts, 
and  their  daily,  weekly,  and  monthly  rei)orts,  their  business  transac- 
tions, coinage,  «S:c.,  much  time  was  given  to  the  procuring  and  com])il- 
ing  of  statistical  informatioji  conc(M-uing  the  production  of  the  precious 
metals  in  the  United  States  and  the  preparation  of  a  special  report 
thereon. 

At  the  laboratory  of  the  Bureau  1G6  deliveries  of  gold  coins  and  108 
silver  coins  were  tested  by  assays  of  the  coins  forwarded  from  the 
mints  for  that  ])urpose,  and  assays  were  made  of  ores  received  at  this 
office  from  various  portions  of  the  country,  the  receipts  for  which, 
amounting  to  S2C1,  were  deposited  in  the  Treasury. 

The  business  of  the  mints  and  assay  oflices  has  been  conducted  with 
fidelity  and  skill,  and  to  the  general  satisfaction  of  the  public.  While 
less  gold  bullion  was  received  and  handled  tliiin  in  the  i)receding  ye;ir, 
the  work  of  the  coinage  minis  and  the  New  York  Assay  Office  in  ])nrt- 
ing,  refining,  and  coining  bullion  was  greater.  The  receipts  of  bullion 
from  the  public  and  deliveries  to  and  from  the  operative  ofiicers  involved 
transactions  and  accounts,  accom]>anied  by  vouchers,  which  received 
careful  examination  in  the  ^Mint  Jiureau  as  well  as  in  the  accounting 
offices  of  the  Treasury  De{)artment. 

PHILADELPHIA  MINT. 

At  this  mint,  besides  striking  a  large  number  of  silver  coins  and  an 
uni)recedented  coinage  of  gold,  there  was  a  continuous  demand  for 
minor  coins,  of  whicli,  during  the  year,  4,400,775  five-cent  pieces  and 
42,401,475  one-cent  pieces  were  (ioined.  The  total  number  of  pieces 
coined  at  the  mint  in  1882  was  00,230,475,  being  11,500,000  more  than 
in  the  preceding  year. 

The  demand  for  small  coins,  as  has  been  noticed  in  other  countries^ 
increases  with  business  activity,  and  is  a  favorable  indication  of  the 
frequency  of  actual  exchanges  and  of  a  prosperous  condition  of  the 
country. 

A  greater  amount  of  gold  and  silver  was  operated  upon  by  the  melter 
and  refiner  and  by  the  coiner  than  in  any  previous  year. 

The  heavy  coinage  of  gold  and  of  minor  coins  at  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  has  continue(l  to  require  large  expenditures,  and  to  defray  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  expense  of  the  silver  coinage  has  necessitated 
the  use  of  the  a])])ropriation  contained  in  the  act  for  the  coinage  of  the 
standard  silver  dollar.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  as  the  gohl  coinage 
will  be  diminished,  the  elficient  superintendent  of  that  mint  will  have 
efiected,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  will  be  able  to  show  a  considerable 
reduction  in  the  expenses  of  the  mint. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  MINT. 

This  mint  at  its  annual  settlement  made  a  f^ivorable  exhibit  of  its 
condition  and  operations,  and  appeared  in  all  its  de])!irtments  to  be  in 
excellent  order.  The  coiner  had  a  small  wastage.  The  melter  and  re- 
finer's settlement  was  quite  satisfactory  and  creditable  to  him.  He  re- 
turned an  excess  of  810,085.28  in  gold  and  $1,500.43  in  silver  above  the 
amount  charged  to  him. 

The  work  of  this  mint  in  coinage  was  about  the  sanie  as  in  the  ])revious 
year,  13,()00,000  i)ieces  having  been  struck  in  1882,  and  14,234,000  in  1881. 
Although  the  value  of  the  gold  coinage  in  1882  was  less,  the  number  of 
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\)Wces  oxccuUmI  was  ;m,000^,n  eMter  than  in  ISSl  ,  while  the  silver  coinage, 
which  was  wholly  of  silver  (lolhii-s,  was  $40(),()00  less. 

Some  ollieial  eiianges  occnrred  dnrinj^-  the  year.  At  the  coniinence- 
nuMit  Uv.  E.  V.  White  superseded  F.  X.  Cicott  as  coiner,  and  the  super- 
intendency  of  the  mint,  which  for  over  four  years  had  been  under  the 
able  and  careful  manaocnnMit  of  Mr.  I  I.  L.  Dodge,  was  at  the  close  of  the 
year  surrendered  to  Mr.  E.  F,  Burton,  who,  although  previously  appointed 
and  commissioned,  preferred  not  to  enter  upon  duty  until  after  the  an- 
nual settlement  and  with  the  commencement  of  a  new  fiscal  year. 

CARSON  MINT. 

The  difficulty  in  procuring  silver  for  coinage  was  less  than  that  ex- 
perienced in  former  years,  and  coinage  operations,  which  had  been  pre- 
viously suspended,  were  resumed  in  the  month  of  October  and  con- 
tinued during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  refinery  was  kept  open  during  the  whole  year  for  the  purchase 
of  silver  and  reception  of  deposits  for  parting  and  refining. 

The  work  i)erformed  at  the  Carson  Mint,  as  to  the  value  of  the  de- 
l)Osits,  number  of  pieces,  and  value  of  the  coinage,  was  nearly  double 
that  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  annual  settlement  made  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  was  satis- 
factory. 

NEW  ORLEANS  MINT. 

Less  silver  was  purchased  for  coinage  at  the  New  Orleans  Mint  than 
in  the  preceding  year,  and  although  there  was  a  greater  coinage  of  gold, 
the  number  of  pieces  and  value  of  the  silver  coinage  was  about  a  mill- 
ion and  a  half  dollars  less  than  the  previous  year. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  coiner,  Mr.  J.  W.  Helffrich,  re- 
signed. Mr.  B.  F.  Butler,  his  assistant,  was  designated  by  the  Secre- 
tary' as  acting  coiner,  and  had  charge  of  that  department  of  the  mint 
until  appointment  of  Mr.  F.  K.  Jones,  February  10,  1882,  w^ho,  as  soon 
as  confirmed,  was  placed  in  charge. 

NEW  YORK  ASSAY  OFFICE. 

]Mr.  Thomas  C.  Acton,  the  superintendent  of  the  New  York  Assay 
Office,  whose  administration  of  its  affairs  for  over  twelve  years  had  been 
characterized  by  a  most  faithful,  efficient,  and  economical  management, 
having  been  tendered  a  more  responsible  official  position,  resigned  the 
superintendency  and  delivered  the  office  at  the  close  of  the  calendar  year 
to  his  successor,  Mr.  Pierre  C.  Van  Wyck.  During  the  year  deposits 
amounting  to  $35,994,087  in  gold  and  $7,168,260  in  silver  were  received. 
The  silver  deposits  were  nearly  $2,000,000  in  excess  of  those  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  while  the  gold  deposits  were  upwards  of  $63,000,000  less  in 
amount,  owing  to  a  decrease  in  imports  of  foreign  bullion  and  coin. 

Bars  were  manufactured  to  the  value  of,  gold,  $35,887,653.08,  and  sil- 
ver, $7,092,393.25,  being  about  $64,000,000  less  of  gold  bars  and  about 
$2,000,000  more  of  silver  bars  than  w^ere  made  in  the  previous  year. 

DENVER  MINT,  AND  ASSAY  OFFICES  AT  CHARLOTTE,  HELENA,  BOISE, 

AND  SAINT  LOUIS. 

The  value  of  the  gold  and  silver  bullion  deposited  at  these  institu- 
tions, and  of  the  unparted  bars  manufactured,  Avas  much  greater  than 
in  the  preceding  year. 
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The  charges  collected  for  melting,  assaying,  and  stamping  bars  werfe 
$1,694.07,  and  for  assays  of  ores,  $2,138.  The  total  earnings  of  all  the 
institutions  were  $4,955.72,  some  $700  less  than  in  the  previous  j^ear. 

The  increased  value  of  the  deposits  and  of  the  bars  manufactured 
arose  from  a  greater  amount  of  bullion  being  received  and  bars  maiui- 
factured  at  the  Denver  Mint  and  Helena  Assay  Office,  the  deposits  of 
gold  at  the  former  having  increased  from  $235,137.15  to  $458,847.07 ; 
silver,  from  $3,805.77  to  $7,053.02;  and  the  value  of  bars  manufactured 
from  $238,942.92  to  $465,900.09. 

The  growth  of  business  at  Helena  was,  in  deposits  of  gold,  from 
$568,525.13  in  1881  to  $684,475.53  in  1882,  and  in  silver  deposits  from 
$84,314.97  to  $145,306.05,  and  in  the  value  of  bars  manufactured  from 
$652,840.10  to  $829,781.58. 

MONETARY  STATISTICS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Since  submitting  my  last  annual  report  inquiries  relative  to  the  pro- 
duction, import,  export,  and  consumption  of  the  precious  metals,  and  to 
their  circulation  as  money,  have  been,  as  heretofore,  diligently  prose- 
cuted, and  much  valuable  information  obtained. 

The  facts  that  have  been  gathered  are  here  classified  and  summarized^ 
and  the  more  important  tabulated  for  convenient  comparison  or  refer- 
ence. 

PRODUCTION   OF    THE   PRECIOUS   METALS  IN    THE  UNITED  STATES 

FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  1882. 

At  the  close  of  the  calendar  year  1881,  after  an  extended  review  of 
the  production  of  gold  and  silver  in  the  mining  districts  and  counties 
in  the  States  and  Territories,  a  careful  estimate  was  made  of  the  total 
production  of  the  United  States  and  published  in  the  si)ecial  report 
transmitted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  Congress  in  June  last. 
I  then  estimated  the  total  ])roduction  for  the  calendar  year  1881  to 
have  been,  of  gold,  $34,700,000,  and  of  silver,  s4;5,0()0,000 ;  a  total  of 
$77,700,000.  The  production  by  States  and  Territories  was  estimated 
to  have  been  as  follows  :

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The  production  of  gold  had  declined  and  that  of  wilver  increased  over 
their  production  in  i)revious  years.  From  tlio  deposits  made  at  the 
mints  and  tlie  exports  of  domestic  bullion  there  appears  to  have  been  a 
still  further  falling  ott"  in  the  production  of  gold  and  an  increase  in  that 
of  silver. 

The  deposits  of  domestic  gold  at  the  mints  and  assay  offices  during- 
the  calendar  year  1881  amounted  to  $34,271,359.46,  and  during  the  fiscal 
year  1882  to  $31,298,511.97,  a  falling  off  of  about  three  millions  of  dol- 
lars. This  decline  appears  to  have  been  in  the  production  of  the  Statea 
on  the  Pacific  slope.  The  deposits  of  domestic  gold  at  the  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Carson  Mints,  which  amounted  to  $26,011,017.50  in  the  calen- 
dar year  1881,  during  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to  only  $22,708,063.44,  a 
decline  of  $3,302,354.06. 

During  the  calandar  year  1881  the  deposits  and  purchases  of  domestic 
silver  were  $27,899,213.12,  while  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1882,  they  had  increased  to  $30,956,588.18,  a  gain  of  over  three  millions 
of  dollars ;  but  the  exports  of  domestic  silver,  which  in  the  calendar 
year  were  reported,  at  their  commercial  value,  at  $12,796,280,  were 
reduced  in  the  fiscal  year  to  $11,653,547,  a  decline  in  the  export  of 
domestic  silver  bullion,  computedatits  coining  value,  of  about  $1,300,000, 
leaving  the  net  gain  in  the  silver  production  for  the  year  over  that  of 
the  preceding  year  about  $1,700,000.  Making  allowance  for  the  same 
amount  of  domestic  undeposited  gold  and  silver  used  in  the  arts  during^ 
the  fiscal  year  as  in  the  calendar  year,  the  total  production  for  the  fiscal 
vear  may  be  approximately  estimated  at  $31,500,000  for  gold  and 
$44,700,000  for  silver. 


As  the  inquiries  prosecuted  for  three  years  to  ascertain  the  amount  of 
gold  and  silver  annually  used  in  the  United  States  in  manufactures,  the 
arts,  and  ornamentation  had  resulted  in  obtaining  for  the  year  1881 
sufficient  data  for  future  approximate  estimates,  no  circulars  were  sent 
for  obtaining  information  as  to  the  amount  used  during  the  last  fiscal 
year.  It  was  estimated  in  last  year's  report  that  there  were  annually 
consumed  in  the  United  States  for  industrial  purposes  $11,000,000  of 
of  gold  and  $6,000,000  of  silver,  of  which  amounts  $5,500,000  of  gold  and 
$5,000,000  of  silver  were  estimated  to  be  domestic  bullion. 

A  report  was  obtained,  as  usual,  from  the  New  York  Assay  Office, 
which  is  published  in  the  appendix,  and  shows  the  following  as  the 
amount  and  character  of  the  gold  and  silver  deposited  for  bars  to  be 
supplied  to  manufacturers:

The  statement  shows  that  the  bars  prepared  and  delivered  for  the 
use  of  manufacturers  exceeded  in  value  those  of  the  previous  year  by^ 
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gold,  $1,500,000,  and  silver,  $870,000;  and  that  the  increased  consump- 
tion consisted  of  gold  and  silver  of  domestic  production. 

For  the  fiscal  year  1882  the  consumption,  therefore,  of  the  precious 
metals  in  the  United  States  for  use  in  the  arts,  &c.,  probably  exceeded 
f  12,000,000  of  gold  and  $7,000,000  of  silver,  of  which  $7,000,000  of  gold 
and  $6,000,000  of  silver  were  of  domestic  production. 


COIN  CIRCULATION  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 


The  total  circulation  of  the  United  States  coin  amounted,  as  nearly 
as  can  be  ascertained,  on  the  1st  of  Julv,  1882,  to  $500,000,000  of  gold 
and  $200,000,000  of  silver,  a  total  of  $700,000,000. 

This  estimation  is  based  upon  the  gains  to  the  metallic  circulation  by 
coinage  less  recoinage,  and  imports  less  exports  of  United  States  coin 
since  1873,  at  which  time  I  estimated  the  circulation  of  United  States 
gold  coins  at  $135,000,000,  and  of  United  States  silver  coins  at  $5,000,000. 

The  circulation  was  estimated  in  mv  last  annual  report  to  have  been, 
on  the  30th  of  June,  1881,  $439,776,753  of  gold  and  $171,459,766  of  silver. 

During  the  year  $599,357  of  United  States  gold  coin  and  $127,572  of 
United  States  silver  coin  were  deposited  at  the  mints  and  remelted. 

There  were  also  exported  of  United  States  gold  coin  $29,805,289,  and 
imported  $4,796,630,  being  an  excess  of  exports  over  imports  of 
$25,008,659.  Of  silver  coin  the  imports  were  $940,877,  and  the  exports 
^$423,099,  being  an  excess  of  imports  over  exports  of  $517,778.  Sub- 
tracting from  the  total  gold  coinage  of  the  year  the  recoinage,  the  ex- 
cess of  exports  over  imports,  and  the  coins  used  in  the  arts,  not  depos- 
ited at  the  mints  or  assay  oflices,  estimated  at  $2,700,000  (based  on  last 
year's  estimate  of  $3,300,000  as  the  total  consumption  of  sucli  coins), 
makes  the  gain  during  the  year  in  United  States  gold  coin  $61,005,432, 
and  the  total  amount  in  the  country  on  the  1st  of  July,  1882, 
$500,882,185. 

In  like  manner,  subtracting  from  the  silver  the  deposits  for  recoinage, 
and  the  estimated  consumption  of  $60,000  undeposited  silver  coins  used 
in  the  arts,  and  adding  the  excess  of  imports  over  exports,  makes  the 
gain  to  the  silver  circulation  during  the  year  $28,113,594,  and  the  total 
silver  circulation  of  United  States  silver  coin  on  the  1st  of  July,  18S2, 
$199,573,360.

Besides  this  amount  of  gold  and  silver  coin,  there  was  in  the  mints 
and  assay  offices  on  the  1st  of  October,  deposited  or  purchased  for  coin- 
age, gold  bullion  of  the  value,  approximately,  of  $51,440,420,  and  silver 
bullion  costing  $3,343,565,  making  a  total  of  coin  and  bullion  belonging 
to  the  United  States  and  awaiting  coinage,  of  gold,  $563,631,456,  and  of 
silver,  $209,953,335,  a  total  of  $773,584,791. 

TOTAL  CIRCULATION  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  total  paper  and  metallic  circulation  of  the  United  States  in  Gen- 
eral Table  ^o.  XXXI,  showing  the  circulation  of  the  various  countries 
of  the  world,  is  given  for  October  1,  1882,  as  $793,074,878  paper,  and 
$773,585,790  metallic,*  a  total  of  $1,566,659,668,  being  a  per  capita  of 
$15.81  paper  and  $15.42  metallic. 

The  paper  circulation  of  the  United  States  in  that  table  includes 
United  States  notes,  national-bank  notes,  and  gold  and  silver  certifi- 
cates, fractional  currency  to  the  amount  of  $7,028,078,  omitting  the  small 
ainountsof  unredeemed  legal  tender,  demand, and  interest-bearingnotes, 
which  are  seldom  if  ever  seen  in  active  circulation. 

As  oidy  a  portion  of  the  paper  and  metallic  money  is  in  actual  circu- 
lation, in  Table  XXXII  the  Treasury  and  bank  metallic  reserves  are

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stated ;  but  the  actual  active  circulation  on  the  1st  day  of  July  in  the

1st.  That  of  the  millions  of  paper  and  metallic  circulation  gained 
to  the  total  circulation  the  Treasury  rect  ived  \  millions,  the  people 
gained  71  millions,  and  the  banks  lost  11.^  millions. 

2d.  That  of  the  (51  millions  of  dollars  of  gold  coin  gained  to  the  circu- 
lation the  Treasury,  in  reducing  its  stock  of  gold  bullion,  retained 
nearly  18  millions  of  the  resulting  gold  coin  and  re(ltu;ed  the  outstand- 
ing gold  certificates  $750,000,  while  the  national  banks  lost  $lG,r)0(>,000 
in'gold  coin  and  nearly  $700,000  of  gold  certificates,  and  the  general 
pul)lic  gained  $00,000,000. 

3d.  That  as  to  the  silver  circulation,  the  silver  dollars  and  silver  cer- 
tificates in  the  hands  of  the  publics,  including  the  banks,  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year,  w-ere  over  8l8.()00,000  more  than  at  its  commencement, 
while  the  silvw  coin  in  the  Treasury  not  represented  by  outstanding 
certificates  increased  $24,000,000. 
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COURSE  OP  PRICES  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  1881-1882. 

The  prices  of  domestic  exports,  as  indicated  by  an  average  of  the 
values  declared  at  the  custom-house,  shows  an  advance  of  7  i)er  cent,  on 
the  expoi  t  prices  of  the  previous  year.  The  advance  was'i)rlnci[)ally  in 
the  prices  of  food  exports,  such  as  breadstulls,  provisions,  live  animals, 
&c.,  which  constituted  in  value  a  lar^e  t)ortion  of  the  total  exports. 

The  prices  of  1882,  however,  remained  below  the  currency  i)rices  of 
exi)orts  in  1870,  beinj;  an  average  of  84  per  cent,  of  the  average  de- 
clared i)rices  of  the  principal  commodities  in  the  latter  year.  As 
United  States  notes  were  at  that  period  at  a  discount  of  1'3  per  cent., 
the  prices  of  the  exports  in  1882  were  3  per  cent,  below  the  currency 
prices  of  1870,  reduced  to  the  gold  standard.  A  table  is  also  inserti'd 
containing  the  average  yearly  prices  in  the  New  York  market  for  the 
calendar  years  1880  and  1881  of  a  large  number  of  staple  articles,  and 
the  comparative  percentage  of  such  prices  for  the  year  1881,  on  their 
prices  for  the  year  1880,  and  on  their  average  prices  for  the  preceding 
fifty-six  years.  The  quotations  for  the  last  two  years  have  been  com- 
piled semi- weekly  from  the  New  York  S]ii])i»ing  and  Commercial  List,  tn Ic- 
ing for  each  artick^,  as  far  as  i)racticable,  the  same  grade  and  (piality 
as  that  used  in  preparing  the  table  for  my  last  report.  The  average  of 
the  percentages  of  the  i)rices  of  1881  com])ared  with  the  prices  of  1880 
and  with  ihe  average  prices  for  the  tifty-six  i)rece(ling  years  also  indi- 
cate an  advance  in  prices  averaging  on  the  prices  of  the  same  articles 
for  the  previous  year  of  10.6  per  cent.,  and  on  their  average  prices  for 
fifty-six  years  of  2.7  per  cent. 

MONETARY  STATISTICS  OF  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES. 

Additional  replies  to  those  published  in  my  last  and  previous  annual 
reports  have  been  received  from  our  representatives  abroad,  containing 
vaUiable  information  in  relation  to  the  monetary  statistics  of  foreign 
countries,  and  are  gi^  en  in  full  in  the  appendix.  The  information  which 
they  contain  has  enabled  me  to  correct  the  tables  of  circulation,  coin- 
age, and  i)roduction  to  later  dates. 

A  condensed  statement  of  the  contents  of  these  papers  and  of  the 
monetary  condition  of  the  countries  to  which  they  respectively  relate 
m.ay  be  found  useful,  and  is  herewith  submitted: 

GHKAT  BJUTAIN  AND  COLONIES. 

Great  Britain  and  Ireland. — The  report  of  Mr.  C.  W.  Fremantle,  the 
deputy  nmster  of  the  royal  mint  of  Great  Britain,  was  received  at  my 
office,  and  found  to  contain,  as  usual,  much  important  information,  not 
only  in  regard  to  the  coinage  of  the  mints  of  the  British  Empire,  but  of 
the  operations  of  the  mints  in  other  countries. 

From  his  report  it  appears  that  no  gold  coinage  was  executed  during 
the  year  1881  in  G-reat  Britain,  but  tiie  silver  coinage  exceeded  that  of 
any  previous  year  except  1872  and  1873,  and  amounted  to  £907,128, 
equal  to  $4,852,523,  of  which  £14(),175  were  transmitted  to  the  British 
colonies  to  replace  £07,513  lO.v.  iki.  of  worn  coin  withdrawn.  The  new- 
silver  coins  sent  to  the  colonies  in  1880  amounted  to  £30S,940,  equal 
to  $1,503,457,  and  the  worn  silver  coin  withdrawn  to  £86,425,  equal  to 
$420,587.  The  total  amount  of  worn  coin  withdrawn  from  circulation 
during  the  year  1881  in  the  kingdom  was  £340,286,  equal  to  $1,656,002. 
The  value  of  the  bronze  coinage,  pence,  Imlf  i)ence,  and  farthings,  at  its 
nominal  value,  was  £23,405,  equal  to  $113,900. 
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For  the  use  of  tlie  treasury  chests  abroad  in  1881  there  were  shipped 
384,400  sovereigns  and  half  sovereigns,  equal  to  $1,870,083;  £12,040  in 
silver,  equal  to  858,593;  and  £00  in  bronze  pence  and  lialf  pence. 

The  average  price  i)aid  for  silver  during  the  year  was  ol|f^7.  per 
ounce  (British  standard),  while  the  average  market  price  was  51^</.,  and 
the  seigniorage  accruing  was  14-,V?.  per  ounce,  or  27^  per  cent.,  amount- 
ing to  £100,823,  equal  to  8811,844.

Ed.  L.  Baker,  United  States  consul  at  Buenos  Ayres,  furnishes  an  in- 
teresting article  relative  to  the  new  coinage  law  of  the  Republic,  pro- 
viding that  the  gold  or  silver  "i)eso,"  or  dollar,  shall  be  the  nnitof  vnlue 
— the  gold  dollar  to  contain  25.1  grains  of  standard  gold,  900  line,  and 
the  silver  dollar  25  grams  (385.8  grains),  the  san)e  weight  as  2  half- 
dollars  of  ouri)resent  coinage,  lie  states  that  the  mvtioiud  mintisnow 
runningday  and  night  with  a  view  to  i)utting  the  new  coins  (8  millions 
of  gold  and  4  millions  of  silver)  into  circulation  as  soon  as  jwssible. 

The  government  has  issued  a  decree  fixing  the  value  of  the  old  coins 
and  moneys  in  circulation  with  resi)ect  to  the  new  unit  of  valne.  This 
is  the  first  authorized  metallic  currency  of  the  republic,  the  circulating 
medium  heretofore  having  been  paper  money  and  coins  of  gold  and 
silver  of  foreign  countries. 

The  baidv-notes  outstanding  June  30,  1881,  amounted  to  $37,101,750. 
By  the  teiins  of  the  new  coinage  law  all  these  notes  must,  Mithin  two 
years,  be  withdrawn  and  re})laced  by  notes  corresponding  with  the  new 
monetary  unit.

The  silver  exported  amounted  to  about  500,000  Bolivianos,  equal  to 
$411,500  in  coin,  and  8,0(K),000  Bolivianos,  equal  to  $({,584,000  in  ores. 

The  luoduction  of  the  mines  was,  of  gold,  about  3,500  ounces, 
$72,345 ;  and  of  silver,  1 ,100,000  nmrks.  valued  at  $11,000,000.  ^^o  gold 
is  in  circulation  or  in  reserve  in  the  banks. 

The  silver  circulation  of  Bolivia  on  the  31st  of  December,  1881,  is 
estimated  to  have  been  (),000,<iOO  ]k)livianos,  equal  to  $4,938,000,  with 
about  .539,000  Bolivianos,  equal  to  $443,597,  in  the  various  banks. 

The  paper  circulation  at  the  same  time  (bank  exclusively)  amounted 
to  about  1,374,809  Bolivianos,  equal  to  $1,131,517.

The  United  States  coiiHul  at  Valparaiso  forwards  a  disi)atcli  relating 
to  the  finances  of  Chili,

Minister  Langston  forwards  a  si)ecial  report  on  the  national  bank  of 
Hayti,  and  a  copy  of  a  law  passed  by  the  Corps  Leg islatif  of  the  Repub- 
lic of  Hayti  fixing  the  standard  of  weight,  value,  and  denomination 
of  the  new  gold,  silver,  and  bronze  national  money,  to  be  known  as 
"gourdes,"  the  aggregate  to  be  2,000,000  gourdes,  and  the  coinage  to 
be  executed  at  Paris.  He  also  furnislies  a  reply,  under  date  of  July 
14  of  the  present  year,  to  the  Treasury  Department  circular  inquiring 
in  relation  to  the  monetary  affairs  of  that  republic.  He  states  that 
$780,000  of  the  new  silver  "gourdes"  were  coined  during  the  calendar 
year  1881,  and  put  in  circulation. 

The  imports  of  gold  coin  amounted  to  $11,404,  and  of  silver  coin,  in- 
cluding the  new  national  money,  $830,785,  while  the  exports  for  the 
same  period  were,  gold,  $1,5  0,  and  silver,  $517,488. 

Mr.  Langston  estimates  the  gold  of  the  republic  to  have  been,  on 
December  31,  1881,  from  three  to  five  millions  of  dollars. 

URUGUAY. 

Consul  A.  L.  Russell  forwards  from  Montevideo  a  dispatch  relative  to 
the  coins  used  in  Uruguay  and  value  at  which  the  coins  of  other  coun- 
tries are  received. 

THE  world's  PRODUCTION  OF  GOLD  AND  SILYER. 

The  production  of  the  precious  metals  in  twenty  countries  whose 
mines  furnish  nearly  the  entire  product,  is  given  as  revised  for  the 
years  1870  and  1880,  and  is  brought  down  to  the  close  of  the  calendar 
year  1881. 

For  the  latter  year,  based  upon  estimates  for  some  of  the  smaller  pro- 
ducing countries,  the  total  production  of  gold  was,  kilograms,  102,103, 
$107,773,157;  silver,  kilograms,  2,340,080,  $07,050,400.  This  is  a  slight 
increase  upon  the  production  stated  for  1880,  being  abont  one  and  a 
half  millions  more  in  gold  and  three  millions  in  silver. 
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THE  world's  coinage. 

The  coinage  of  tlie  United  States  in  both  gold  and  silver  has  continued 
to  be  greater  than  that  of  any  other  nation.  For  the  calendar  year  1881 
more  than  two-thirds  of  the  year's  gold  coinage— $130,387,383— and  over 
one-fourth  of  the  total  silver  coinage— 8100,705,824 — were  executed  at 
the  mints  of  the  United  States.

A  table  giving  the  i)ai)er  and  si)ecie  circulation  of  thirty-four  of  the 
principal  countries  of  the  world,  total  and  per  capita,  has  been  conii)iled 
from  official  dispatches  and  other  accessible  data. 

The  paper  circulation  embraces  both  bank  and  government  issues 
intended  to  be  used  as  money,  and  the  total  am(junt  of  gold  and  silver 
coin  in  the  countries,  respectively,  without  dechiction  for  such  amounts 
as  may  be  held  as  treasury  or  bank  reserves,  and  in  most  cases  probably 
includes  the  bullion  as  well  as  the  coin  of  the  countries. 

The  total  amount  of  circulation  of  these  countries  is  $3,825,220,078 
paper,  $3,353,073,748  gold  coin,  $2,182,708,800  silver  full  legal  tender, 
1438,000,009  limited  legal  tender:  total  specie,  $5,974,443,583;  total 
circulation,  including  reserves,  8!>,7!>9,0({3,(i01. 

A  further  table  has  been  prepared  stating  the  government  and  baidv 
issues  and  the  reported  metallic  reserves  of  gold  and  silver  held  in  ba,nk 
and  treasury  vaults.  The  total  amount  of  government  ])aper  is.sue  of 
thirty-one  countries,  gixcn  in  Table  No.  XXXII,  was  $1,183,054,771 
and  the  bank  issue  $2,642,105,307,  a  total  of  $3,825,220,078.  The  me- 
tallic reserves  in  the  treasuries  and  banks  of  the  same  countries,  as  far 
as  known,  amounted  to  $1,098,980,703. 

An  additional  table  is  appended  in  which  the  amount  of  the  bank  and. 
treasury  reserves  is  deducted  from  the  total  metallic  and  pa])er  circu- 
lation, for  the  i)urpose  of  showing,  in  thirty-tive  countries,  the  total 
amount  in  active  circulation,  whi(-h,  outside  of  the  banky  and  treasjiries, 
was  $8,100,070,898.  The  per  capita  of  active  circulation  in  each  of  the 
countries  is  also  given. 

I  have  again  to  acknowledge  the  faithful  and  etiicicnt  services  of  the 
clerks  of  the  Mint  Bureau,  among  wlioni  ^Messrs.  I'reston,  Leech,  and 
Eckfeldt  are  entitled  to  special  mention  for  their  valuable  assistance  in 
pre{)aring  tables  and  compiling  and  arranging  statistical  material  em- 
i)odied  in  this  report.

The  Birminglniin  a^saij  office,  bi/  Consul  King,  of  Birmingham. 
The  Assay  Office. 

The  recent  issue  of  the  annual  rei)ort  of  the  Birmingham  assay  office  has  attracted 
my  attention  to  that  important  institution,  especially  important  here  where  the  jew- 
elry trade  is  so  large,  and,  thanks  to  the  courtesy  of'^the  chairmau  of  the  guardians, 
I  have  been  able  to  collect  some  facts  and  figures  which  I  trust  may  ])rf>ve  of  interest. 

In  this  country  various  acts  of  Parliament  have  made  it  illegal  to  sell  any  articles  of 
either  gold  or  silver  jtlate,  watch  cases,  chains,  or  wedding  or  mourning  rings,  unless 
stamped  with  official  marks  attesting  their  genuineness.  Small  articles  of  jewelry  are 
alone  exempt  from  those  laws.  ; 

*It  is  not  possible  to  giyc  the  amounts  iu  banks  and  in  circulation  respectively. 
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Forinovly,  I  believe,  all  such  "Hall-inarking,"  as  it  is  called,  wns  done  by  the  Golcl- 
sinitlis'  Company  in  Loudon,  bnt  the  work,  no  doubt,  ;:;re\v  to  bo  too  large  for  that 
company,  and  the  establisbnient  of  assay  offices  was  autlun-lzed  at  Birmingham,  Ches- 
ter, Exeter,  and  New  Castle,  and  for  silver  only  at  Sheffield,  in  England,  and  at  Dub- 
lin, Glasgow,  and  Edinburgh  in  the  sister  kingdoms. 

It  is  of  the  work  of  the  Birmingham  assay  office,  established  in  177.'3,  that  I  propose 
writing. 

This  establishment  is  controlled  by  a  body  of  geutlemeu  known  officially  as  the 
Guardians  of  the  Standard  of  Wrought  Plate  in  Birmingham.  They  are  thirty-six  in 
number,  of  whom  not  more  than  nine  or  less  than  six  must  be  engaged  in  the  trade  of 
a  gold  or  silver  smith.  The  remainder  are  selected  from  among  the  leading  men  of  the 
neighborhood,  and  the  board  at  present  includes  a  number  of  members  of  the  houses  of 
Parliament,  prominent  merchants,  manufacturers  and  bankers,  originally  appointed  by 
act  of  Parliament.  The  guardians  themselves  select  new  members  to  fill  all  vacancies. 
From  this  body  not  less  thau  four  nor  more  than  six  gentlemen  are  appointed  each  year 
to  act  as  wardens,  whose  duty  it  is  to  superintend  the  work  of  the  office,  two  wardens 
being  present  every  day.  The  work  is  done  by  or  under  the  direction  of  an  assay  mas- 
ter and  an  assistant  master,  practical  chemists  appointed  by  the  guardians  for  life  or 
good  behavior.  These,  as  well  as  all  persons  employed  about  or  having  access  to  the 
premises,  are  bound  by  an  oath  not  to  reveal  any  of  the  business  secrets  of  the  office, 
and  any  one  breaking  this  oath  is  liable  to  unusually  severe  penalties. 

The  assay  office  is  open  five  days  a  week,  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  the 
day's  work  is  done. 

The  inclosed  extracts  from  by-laws,  of  which  I  regret  I  cau  procure  but  one  copy, 
will  show  the  rules  of  the  office  and  the  prices  which  ax"e  paid  for  work. 

From  every  article  brought  for  nuukiug,  usually  brought  in  arough  unornamented 
condition,  scra])ings  which  may  legally  amount  to  six  grains  to  the  pound  troy  in  gold, 
and  eight  grains  ro  the  pound  in  silver,  are  taken  from  various  parts.  These  ])art8 
are  called  "diets,"  and  once  each  year  they  are  carefully  taken  to  London  and  tested 
at  the  mint,  when  all  the  "diets"'  of  each  standard  are  melted  down  together,  an<l  if 
they  are  not  of  correct  standard,  the  assay  master  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  £"20().  The 
"diets  "  are  then  I'eturned  to  the  Birmingham  assay  office  aiul  sold.  The  proceeds,  which 
nsnally  amount  to  from  £400  to  £500  annually,  form  part  of  the  income  of  the  office. 

I  should  have  stated  that  the  "diet"  is  but  one-half  of  each  scraping,  and  tiuit  the 
various  "diets"  accumulate  during  twelve  months  in  a  three-locked  safe,  where  they 
are  kept. 

The  other  half  of  each  scraping  is  weighed,  smelted,  and  assayed  in  the  usual  num- 
ner,  and  those  articles  which  i)rove  to  be  of  the  proper  standard  are  stamped  with  a 
series  of  punches,  having  on  them  the  emblem  of  the  ollice,  the  letter  indicating  the 
year  aiul  the  mark  denoting  the  standard,  and  they  must  also  bear  upon  them  the 
initials  of  the  maker,  stamped  before  the  goods  are  sent  to  the  assay  office. 

These  punches,  like  the  "diets,"  are  kept  in  a  safe  secured  by  thnM^  keys,  which  are 
carried  by  two  of  the  wardens  and  the  assay  master.  This  and  all  the  precautions 
taken,  as  Well  as  the  sanctity  of  all  patterns  or  designs  sent  to  the  office,  are  deemed 
to  be  absolutely  necessary ;  and  the  assay  master,  should  he  betray  any  one  of  his 
trusts,  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  £2t)0.  dismissal  from  office,  and  ineligibility  to  hold  office 
thereafter. 

Those  articles  scut  to  be  marked  wiiich  prove  not  to  be  up  to  the  standard  are 
ruthlessly  broken  up  and  rendered  useless  save  for  melting.  As  tlie  senders  arc 
aware  tliat  this  rule  is  strictly  carried  out,  the  amount  that  is  actually  broken  up  each 
year  seems  to  show  that,  even  with  the  best  intentions,  a  f^old  or  silver  smith's  simple 
statement  regarding  his  goods  cannot  be  implicitly  relied  on.  It  also  i)roves  that 
compulsory  "  Hall-marking"  is  a  real  luotection  to  the  buy«'r.  In  the  Birmingham 
assav  office  last  year,  905  ounces  of  gold  wares  and  3,"28()  ounces  of  silver  wares  were 
broken  up;  and  of  course  the  cost  of  all  the  labor  expended  ui)on  those  articles  was 
a  dead  loss  to  the  owners.  The  only  gold  standards  recognized  are  9,  12,  15,  18,  and 
22  carats.    There  are  two  standards  for  silver;  but  the  only  one  in  practical  use  is 

II  ounces  2  pennyweights  in  tine  metal  per  pound  troy. 

The  penalty  for  selling  unhiarked  gold  or  silver  is  £100  for  each  oflFeuse;  while  per- 
sons counterfeiting,  or  transposing,  or  imitating,  or  ofi'ering  lor  vsale  <?old  or  silver 
plate  with  marks  that  are  counterfeited,  transposed,  or  imitated,  are  liable  to  very 
severe  punishment,  amounting,  for  the  most  serious  offenses,  to  a  large  flue  .and  im- 
prisonment with  hard  labor  for  fourteen  years. 

The  anu>unt  of  business  done  at  the  assay  office  here  is  very  large.  I  have  been  told 
that  the  weight  of  silver  marked  there  is  much  less  thau  in  London;  but  the  number 
of  silver  articles  marked  is  larger  thau  in  London,  and  none  of  the  other  provincial 
offices  do  lu^arly  so  large  an  amount  of  work.  There  were  more  gold  articles  marked 
in  Birmingham  last  year  than  at  all  the  other  offices,  London  included,  combined.

1.  That  the  office  shall  he  open  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  continue  open  un- 
til the  work  of  the  day  is  completed,  on  every  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday.  Thursday, 
and  Friday,  except  Easter  Monday,  the  Monday  in  Whitsun-week,  the  first  Monday 
in  August,  and  the  26th  day  of  December,  if  a  week-day,  during  which  time  the  office 
shall  he  closed. 

2.  That  the  manufacturers  he  required  to  bring  their  work  between  the  hours  of  9- 
and  9.30  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  that  no  work  be  received  afterwards. 

3.  That  the  juanufacturers  be  required  to  send  for  their  work  between  the  hours  of 
3.30  and  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  ;  and  that  all  work  not  then  sent  for  will  remain  in 
the  office  until  the  following  office  day,  at  the  risk  of  the  owner. 

4.  That  the  manufacturer  shall  receive  from  one  of  the  wardens  a  receipt  for  the- 
work  sent  by  him,  and  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  have  his  work  returned  until  he  shall 
give  up  to  the  wardens  such  receipt.  The  manufacturers  must  send  the  exact  sum 
stated  on  the  check,  as  change  cannot  be  given,  and  the  work  will  not  be  delivered 
without  payment. 
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8.  Tliat  all  work  sent  to  be  assayed  sliall  be  weighed  before  it  is  assayed,  and  the 
particulars  thereof  entered  in  a  book,  and  shall  again  be  weighed  before  it  is  delivered 
to  the  owner,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  wardens. 

9.  That  when  any  ware  sent  to  be  assaj'ed  shall  consist  of  several  detached  and  im- 
portant parts,  all  the  assay  marks  shall  be  stamped  upon  the  principal  part,  and  one 
^issay  mark  shall  be  placed  ou  each  of  the  oth^er  parts,  although  the  mauufacturer's 
mark  may  be  i>laced  on  the  principal  ])art  only.

Sik:  I  have  now  the  honor  to  forward  you  rej)Ups  to  tho  interrogatories  propounded 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  reference  to  the  coinage,  producf.ion,  consump- 
tion, import  and  export  of  the  precious  metals,  paper  and  metallic  circulation,  and 
other  matters  atfecting  this  colony,  as  I  have  obtained  it. 

In  reply  to  questions  3  to  6  I  have  to  state  that  there  is  no  importation  or  exporta- 
tion of  either  gold  or  silver  coins. 

The  value  of  bullion  imported  in  the  year  1880  was  estimated  at  195,702.36. 

The  value  of  bullion  exi)ortcd  in  the  year  1880  was  estimated  at  $11,421.16. 

In  reply  to  questions  7  and  8  :  No  mines  of  gold  or  silver  have  yet  been  discovered, 
though  it  is  thought  that  some  may  exist  in  the  interior  of  this  colony,  and  a  law  has 
recently  ))eeu  passed  to  make  provision  for  gold  and  silver  mining. 

To  <iuestions  9  and  10:  The  estimated  consumption  of  cold  and  silver  in  tho  arts 
and  the  manufactures  is  not  known,  as  they  are  but  little  cultivated  here. 

To  questions  11  and  12:  The  amouut  of  gold  and  silver  coin  iu  the  treasury  and 
banks  is  never  made  public. 

No  accurate  return  of  the  amouut  of  coin  in  circulation  can  he  obtained. 

To  question  13  :  Hardly  any  foreign  coins  arc  in  circulation  as  money  ;  but  American 
gold,  mainly  the  double-eagle,  value  $19.6-',  the  eagle,  value  $9..'^4,  the  half-eagle, 
value  !|4.92,  the  quarter-eagle,  value  $2A6,  the  dollar,  value  98  cents,  are  all  legal 
tender. 

Siianisli  doubloons,  value  |15.36  each,  are  also  legal  tender. 
There  are  two  banks  here.  Colonial  and  British  Guiana. 

There  is  no  liritish  gold  in  circulation,  but  it  can  be  obtained  by  persons  who  deal 
at  the  banks,  and  those  who  wish  to  leave  the  colony,  in  amounts  froiu  five  to  twenty 
pounris  sterling;  others  nuiy  also  obtain  it  to  a  certain  extent  by  paying  a  premium 
of  2  i)er  cent.  The  customary  form  to  remit  mouev  is  in  bills  of  exchange  on  I^oudou 
at  30,  60,  and  90  days'  siglit. 

The  principal  coins  in  circulation  in  this  colony  are  British  silver,  namely,  crowns, 
value  ,'jjil.20  each;  half-crowns,  value  60  cents  each;  tlorins,  value  48  cents  each; 
.shillings,  value  24  cents  each  ;  sispennies,  value  12  cents  each  ;  fourpennies,  value  b 
cents  each  ;  threepennies,  value  6  cents  each  ;  twopennies,  value  4  cents  each. 

Bronze  coius  also  circulate,  namely,  pennies,  value  2  cents  each  ;  halfpennies,  value 
1  cent  each. 

There  are  also  British  Guiana  tokens,  namely,  silver  three-guilder  tokens,  value 
96  cents  each;  silver  two  guilder  tokens,  value  64  cents  each;  one-guilder  tokens, 
value  32  cents;  half-guilder  tokens,  value  16  cents  each;  quarter-guilder  tokens, 
value  8  cents  each;  one  eighth  of  a  guilder  token,  value  4  cents  each.  These  coins 
a,re  never  made  now,  and  are  rapidly  going  out  of  use. 

In  reply  to  question  14 :  The  goverument  issues  no  paper  money. 

The  amount  of  paper  money  of  the  two  banks  (Colonial  and  British  Guiana)  in 
circulation  on  December  31,  1880,  was  estimated  at  $691,790,  issued  in  $100,  |20  and 
|;5  bank-notes. 

In  reply  to  question  15 :  No  law  such  as  is  referred  to  has  been  passed  in  this  colony.

Auswer.  2,167,000  francs,  in  coins  of  100  francs.

Answer.  2,0:28,000  francs,  in  coins  of  2  francs;  2,010,000  francs,  in  coins  of  1  franc; 
2,695,44')  francs,  in  coins  of  50  centimes;  total,  6,7:^3,445  francs.

Answer.  Regardinj;  the  imports:  li)6,331,080  francs  in  coin  =  613,534  hectograms;

Answer.  The  official  rejtort  is  not  made  yet,  but  it  is  likely  that  in  1881,  as  in  1860, 
the  production  from  this  source  has  been  null.

Answer.  The  i)roductiou  of  argentiferous  lead  mines  amounted  in  1P80  to  18,000 
tons,  the  average  yielding  of  this  ore  being  one-half  per  cent.  The  quantity  of 
silver  containe(l  in  the  above  amount  would  be  9,000  kilograms,  representing  at  the 
actual  rate  1,723,760  francs. 

7th.  What  was  the  estimated  amount  of  gold  coin  in  the  treasury,  in  the  banks,  and 
in  circulation,  respectively,  at  the  close  of  the  year  1881  ? 

8th.  The  same  for  silver  ?  ■ 

Answer.  The  metallic  circulation  belonging  to  the  treasury  is  <le])osited  in  the  Bank 
of  France,  and  is  not  dist  inguislied  IVom  the  cash  of  the  bank  itsell'.  The  baliiiice-sheet 
of  December  29,  1881,  of  the  bank  shows  that  on  that  dav  the  cash  on  hand  was: 
Gold,655.69(),391.13francs;  silver,  1,161,41)8,130.11  francs  ;  total,  1,817, 164,521.24 francs. 
As  for  the  amount  of  metallic  currency  held  by  other  banks  the  tinance  department 
has  no  information. 

9tli.  What  amount  of  paper  currency,  government  and  other,  resi)ectively,  wasout- 
standing  at  the  close  of  the  year  1881  ? 

Answer.  In  France,  the  Hank  of  Franco  alone  can  issue  paper  currency.  On  De- 
cenjber  29,  1881,  the  amount  outstanding  was  2,778,428,840  francs. 

loth.  Were  any  laws  )>assed  during  the  year  1881,  atteeting  tlie  coinage,  issue,  or 
legal-tender  character  of  the  metallic  and  ])aper  circulation? 

Answer.  There  were  none..

Mr.  CiiAHin'',  d'Akkaihks  :  By  your  note  of  tlic  lOtli  instant  you  liave  requested  ns 
to  rei)ly  to  divcavs  <|H('sti(ius  relative  to  K**1<1>  «ilver,  and  bank-notes,  and  to  transmit 
to  yon  at  the  same  time  divers  x)riiit<!d  docnments  treatiu<^  on  the  coiuaj^e  of  money 
and  (he  emission  of  i)ai)er  currency. 

We  have  the  honor  to  furnisli  you  with  llie  i'oIlo\vin<>'  information  : 

To  questions  1  and  2  :  In  1881  tliere  has  been  coined  neitlier  <^oid  nor  silver  money; 
besides,  as  we  have  already  informed  you  hist  year,  Switzerland  has  never  coined  gold 
money,  and  she  has  coined  S-frauc  pieces  in  silver  in  but  a  relatively  small  amount. 
As  to  the  smaller  coins  (2-franc,  1-franc,  and  i-franc  pieces),  there  are  about  18,000,000 
fraTics  tliereof  in  circulation. 

To  questions  '^  and  4  :  The  following  figures  will  show  the  importation  and  exporta- 
tion of  precious  memls  in  li^Hl:

To  questions  o  and  6:  Switzerland  has  neither  gold  nor  silver  mines. 

To  (|uestions  7  and  8  :  There  was  found  in  the  federal  treasury  at  the  close  of  1881  : 
In  gold  coin,  1,324,000  francs;  in  silver  coin,  4ti2,000  franc  pieces. 

For  want  of  exact  information  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  state  what  amount  of  that 
kind  of  money  is  at  this  moment  in  the  banks  and  in  circulation. 

To  question  9  :  The  Swiss  Confederation  has  no  paper  money  in  circulation  ;  but  the 
circulation  of  bank-notes  issued  by  state  (cantonal)  and  private  banks  amounted  to, 
at  the  close  of  18al,  109,807,000  francs. 

To  question  10 :  During  July  of  last  year  we  have  already  transmitted  to  the  Ameri- 
can legaiiun  the  federal  laws  adopteil  in  1881  on  the  subject  of  the  emission  a' d  with- 
drawal of  redem))tion  l)ank-notes  and  of  the  coinage  of  20-centiine  pieces.  Since  then 
we  have  adopted  a  rule  providing  for  the  execution  of  the  first  one  of  those  laws, 
and  we  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  a  copy  of  each  of  these  documents,  one  in 
German  and  one  in  French.    There  exist  no  other  legislatiA'c  acts  on  this  matter. 

In  expressing  our  lively  regrets  at  our  inability  to  respond  more  fully  to  the  (ques- 
tions proposed,  we  seize  this  occasion,  Mr.  Charge  d'Aifaires,  to  renew  to  you  the 
assurances  of  our  high  consideration.

BELGIUM. 

Coinage  and  circulation  of  coins  in  Belgium,  during  the  year  1880. 

Answer  to  tirst  question  :  During  the  year  1880,  487  kilograms,  547  grams,  and  532 
milliyrams  of  tine  gold  have  been  coined  into  20-Bolivar  pieces  for  the  Republic  of 
Venezuela. 

Answer  to  second  ([uestion  :  3,261  kilograms,  457  grj^ms,  and  855  milligrams  of  fine 
silver  were  coined  into  fractional  currency. 

Answer  to  third  question:  25G  kilograms  of  gold  bullion,  valued  at  878,080  francs,  and 
1,003  kilograms  of  gold  coin,  valued  at  3,109,300  francs,  were  imported. 

Answer  to  fourth  question:  28,283  kilograms  of  silver  bullion,  valued  at  6,222,260 
francs,  and  1,36(5  kilograms,  valued  at  273,000  francs  in  silver  coin,  were  imported. 

Answer  to  fifth  question:  148  kilograms  of  gold  bullion,  valued  at  507,640  francs, 
and  1  kilogram  of  gold  coin,  valued  at  3,100  francs,  were  exported. 

Answer  to  sixth  question  :  1,005  kilograms  of  silver  bullion,  valued  at  221,000  francs, 
and  6  kilograms  of  silver  coin,  valued  at  1,200  francs,  were  exported. 

Answer  to  ninth  and  tenth  questions:  The  mauufitcture  of  objects  of  art  in  gold  and 
silver  being  free  of  all  government  supervision  makes  it  impossible  to  determine  the 
quantity  of  gold  and  silver  consumed  in  its  manufacture,  however,  3S  kilograms  76 
grams,  and  6  milligrams  of  gold,  and  2,193  kilograms,  222  grams,  and  4  milligrams  of 
silver  were  presented  for  statupiug  at  the  bureau  of  guarantee. 

Anssver  to  questions  11  and  12  :  The  B  ink  Nationale,  acting  in  the  capacity  of  treas- 
urer of  the  kingdom,  and  being  the  only  bank  of  emission,  the  questions  asked  in  re- 
gard to  the  banks  and  treasury  can  only  be  referred  to  the  reported  metallic  treasure  iu 
the  bank  during  the  year  1880,  as  follows:  Gold,  67,000,000  francs;  silver,  28,000  000 
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francs.  The  proportion  of  liow  nuicli  is  in  circnlation  is  hard  to  determine.  To  our 
knowledge  only  once  before  was  this  (inestion  raised.  Mr.  E.  Pirniez,  during  the  ses- 
sion of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  1878-79,. instituted  accurate  inquiries,  the  re- 
sults of  which  were  published  by  Mr.  J.  Malon  in  the  Monetary  Documents  From  in- 
quiries made  by  the  government  and  the  Bank  Nationale,  and  according  to  the  Mone- 
tary DocunientK,  tlu' r>-franc  pieces  in  circulation  amounted  to  275,(t00,00U  francs.  The 
coinage  of  fractional  currency  of  ,835  tine  silver  amounts  to  32,780,000  francs,  all  of 
which  is  in  circulation. 

The  above  amounts  include  the  metallic  reserve  in  the  bank. 

It  is  impossible  to  say  whether  the  circulation  of  5-franc  pieces  has  diminished  or 
not,  in  consequence  of  the  augmented  accumulation  of  5-franc  pieces  in  the  Bank  of 
France.  It  seems  very  probable,  however,  that  that  fact  should  have  had  an  intluence 
on  our  circnlation.  In  regard  to  the  fractional  currency,  no  circumstance  has  as  yet 
influenced  the  reduction  of  its  quantity. 

It  is  impossible  to  iix  with  the  same  accuracy  the  quantity  of  gold  in  circnlation. 
According  to  the  report  of  the  Bank  Nationale  for  the  year  1880,  the  average  propor- 
tion of  gold  and  silver  is  as  follows:    Gold,  66  per  cent.;  silver,  34  per  cent. 

Answer  to  question  13:  Belgium,  France,  Greece,  Italy,  and  Switzerland  form  a 
monetary  union  in  resjject  to  the  name,  weight,  size,  and  value  of  their  gold  and 
silver  coins.  According  to  the  stipulations  agreed  upon  at  the  convention  of  the  5th 
of  November,  1878,  the  above  tive  countries  are  n'ciprocally  bound  to  receive  into 
their  public  treasuries  all  gold  cuius  and  5-franc  silver  |)ieces  coined  in  accordance 
to  said  agreement.  The  '2-franc.  1-franc.  .50-centime,  and  20-centinie  silver  pieces  of 
each  of  the  tive  countries  are  accepted  at  their  public  treasuries  in  quantities  ot  not 
more  than  100  francs  at  any  one  time.  Each  of  the  live  contracting  countries  is  hcild 
to  receive  back  or  redeem  either  from  private  parties  or  from  the  public  treasuries  of 
other  countries  the  silver  coins  issued  or  emitted  by  each  country,  respectively,  and 
for  which  they  have  received  vahu;  either  in  bills,  gold  coin,  or  silver  money;  \no- 
vided  that  not  less  than  100  francs  shall  be  presented  for  exchange  at  anyone  tiuu». 

Outside  the  gold  and  silver  i)ieces  of  the  aforementi(»ned  contracting  countries,  and 
the  4-tlorin  and  S  florin  gold  pieces  of  Austria-Hungary,  no  other  money  has  a  legal 
circnlation.  As  to  the  amount  of  pieces  coineil  in  the  tive  countries  and  circulating 
in  Belgium,  no  correct  estimate  can  be  made. 

From  in(iuiries  of  the  proportion  of  coins  of  the  Ave  countries  circulating  along  with 
Belgian  coins,  the  following  result  waa  obtained:

Answer  to  question  7:  The  Bank  Nationale  in  Belgium  performs  the  duties  of  the 
treasury  of  the  kingdom.  As  its  capital  includes  also  th;it  of  the  kingdom,  the  question 
can  best  be  answere«l  bv  a  reference  to  tlie  statenuMit  of  the  bank  for  the  year  1881. 
On  the  3l8t  of  December.  1881,  the  metallic  reserve  of  the  bank  included  51,141,960 
francs  in  gold,  and  26,253,000  francs  in  gold  bullion,  and  18,982,000  francs  in  silver

Answer  to  (juestion  9:  The  circulation  of  bank-notes  during  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1881,  amounted  to  354,753,670  francs. 

Answer  to  question  10:  No  new  law  has  been  passed  during  the  year  1881.  The 
law  of  March  31,  1879,  in  regard  to  restrictions  of  the  circulation  of  counterfeit  and 
mutilated  coins,  is  still  in  force;  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  annexed.

111  view  of  Aiticlcs  G  and  9  of  the  law  of  Mar(;li  1879,  bearing-  the  approbation 
of  the  uioiK'tary  convoiil  ion  adjourned  the  5tli  of  November,  1878. 

Wishing  to  jneseribe  the  necessary  measures  to  check  the  circulation  of  counter- 
feit and  mutilated  coins: 

On  the  motion  of  our  minister  of  finance  we  have  ordered  and  .are  ordering: 

Article  1.  The  treasurer  of  the  kingdom  and  his  ag(!uts,  the  receivers  and  eol- 
lectois  of  taxes,  and  all  persons  receiving-  money  ou  account  of  the  kingdom  are 
hereby  required  to  retire  from  circulation  all  counterfeit  and  mutilated  (;oins  which 
may  be  presented  to  tliem.  The  Bank  Nationale  and  its  agents  are  required  to  ob- 
serve this  decree  in  all  payments  made,  either  as  otticers  of  th(i  government  or  otlier- 
wise.  The  receivers  of  ])ublic  moneys  instructed  with  the  execution  of  this  order 
will  be  designated  by  ministerial  orders. 

Art.  2.  If  to  any  of  the  afonssaid  persons  it  sliould  api)car  that  any  of  the  i)ieces 
presented  for  ])aymeut  are  counterfeited  or  mutilated,  they  are  re(]uired  to  cut  them 
or  it  in  two  and  return  them  to  the  briuger  of  the  piece  or  pieces. 

Art.  In  case  the  briuger  should  claim  that  the  piece  is  good,  the  person  having 
cut  said  piece  is  recjuired  to  put  the  fragments  into  an  envelope  and  seal  it  with  his 
olticial  seal  and  indorse  it  with  the  following,  viz: 

"  Piece  of  (>  esiguatiou  of  value),  presented  at  (place  of  oClice),  the  (date),  by  Mr. 
 ,  and  submitted  for  adjudication  to  the  director  of  the  mint." 

AuT.  4.  The  director  of  the  mint  shall  examine  and  decide  upon  the  piece,  and,  if 
found  to  be  of  good  alloy,  it  shall  be  refunded  at  its  commercial  vahu;,  but  if  found 
otherwise  the  fragments  shall  be  returned  to  the  liringer.  The  (!xpenses  iiu^urred  in 
refunding  mutilated  pieces  shall  be  sustained  by  the  Bank  Nationale  on  account  of 
coins  in  tlieir  possession,  and  from  the  public  treasure  for  pieces  in  the  possession  of 
other  public  ofticin's.

Mr.  Charge  d'affaires  :  In  reply  to  the  note  which  Mr.  Marsh  did  me  the  honor  to 
address  me  on  the  9th  of  last  Jnly,  I  hasten  to  transmit  to  you,  inclosed  herewith  a 
report  just  received  from  the  ministry  of  the  treasury,  containing  the  replies  to  the  fif- 
teen interrogatories  on  the  subject  of  our  monetary  circulation,  which  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  through  your  legation,  expressed  the  desire  to  obtain  as  soon  as 
they  could  conveniently  be  furnished. 

Referring  to  the  report  itself,  I  have  to  remark,  however,  that  the  ministry  of  treas- 
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ury  lias  not  replied  to  the  seventh  and  eighth  interrogatories,  relating  to  the  ])rodne- 
tion  of  gold  and  silver  from  the  mines,  tiiey  being  canceled;  in  any  case  the  qnantity  ' 
is  80  insignificant  and  the  i)rodnction  so  little  ascertained  as  to  make  it  of  no  conse- 
quence ;  so  also  there  are  no  <lata  for  knowing  how  ninch  of  these  two  metals  is  em- 
ployed in  works  of  art  or  in  mannfactnres— interrogatories  Nos.  9  and  10. 

In  conclnsion,  no  law  or  provision  has  been  made  affecting  the  monetai'y  circnlation 
in  the  year  bScO,  in  reply  to  the  fifteenth  interrogation.

Sir:  I  liave  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  reception  of  your  comuinnicatiou  of  the 
lOtli  of  June  last,  nuirked  "separate,"  requesting,  at  the  instance  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  certain  information  relative  to  the  coinage,  production,  consumption, 
import,  and  export  of  the  precious  metals,  as  well  as  other  information  concerning 
financial  matters  in  Spain. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  state  that  on  the  reception  of  your  instruction  measures  were  at 
once  taken  by  the  legation  to  obtain  the  desired  information,  but  it  was  not  until  a 
very  short  time  since  that  answers  to  some  of  the  questions  put  were  received.  Those 
answers  are  as  follows  : 

1.  The  amount  of  gold  coined  during  the  year  1880  was  171,573,675  pesetas. 

2.  The  amount  of  silver  coiued  was  1,393,551,50  pesetas. 

3.  The  amount  of  gold  coin  imported  into  Spain  during  the  year  1880  was  1,110,287 
pesetas. 

4.  The  amount  of  silver  coin  imported  was  3,679,609  pesetas. 

5.  The  amount  of  gold  coin  exported  during  the  year  1880  was  10,220,771  pesetas. 

6.  The  amount  of  silver  coin  exported  was  151,007  pesetas. 

7.  In  regai'd  to  the  production  of  gold,  I  have  been  informed  by  the  minister  of 
Fomento  that  as  all  the  gold  duriug  the  year  1880  was  obtained  by  the  washing  of 
river  sand,  the  production  was  necessarily  small,  but  as  the  government  was  not 
engaged  in  the  work,  he  was  unable  to  give  me  the  exact  amount.  There  were  no 
gold  mines  in  operation  during  the  year. 

8.  In  regard  to  silver,  the  minister  of  Fomento  informed  me  that  the  production 
was  74,500  kilograms,  41,800  kilograms  of  Avhich  was  obtained  from  silver  ore,  and 
the  remaining  3^,700  kilograms  was  obtained  from  lead  ore. 

9.  The  amount  of  gold  coin  in  the  treasnrj'  of  the  peninsula  and  adjacent  islands 
at  the  close  of  the  year  1880  was  4,017,847  pesetas. 

10.  The  amount  of  silver  coin  was  10,465,920  pesetas. 

11.  Foreign  coins  do  not  circulate  as  numey,  but  a  perscm  having  foreign  money 
may  dispose  of  it  by  paying  the  rate  of  exchange,-  which  varies  from  time  to  time. 

12.  No  laws  were  passed  during  the  year  1880  affecting  the  coinage,  issue,  or  legal 
character  of  the  metallic  and  paper  circuhition. 

I  have  been  unable  to  asertaiu  the  estimated  consumption  of  gold  and  silver  iu 
the  arts  and  mannfactures,  as  also  what  was  the  amount  of  the  outstanding  paper 
currency  at  the  close  of  the  year  1880. 

I  applied  in  person  at  the  proi)er  bureau  for  the  information,  and  was  told  that  it 
was  impossible  to  furnish  it.

In  the  esteemed  note  of  .5th  of  May  of  this  year  the  legation  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  at  the  instance  of  the  Secretary  of  Stat(^  at  Washington,  desired  to  obtain 
certain  information  as  regards  the  year  1881  in  reference  to  the  coining,  i)ro(luetion, 
and  consumption,  to  the  import  and  export  of  gold  and  silver;  further,  to  the  pajier 
and  metallic  circulation  in  Austria-Hungary. 

The  imi)erial  royal  ministry  for  foreign  atlairs  has  not  failed  to  apply  forthwith  U* 
the  ministries  of  finance  of  both  portions  of  tin.'  Em]iire,  and  lias  now  the  honor  to 
communicate  to  the  legation  of  the  United  States  of  America  the  subjoined  data,  fur- 
nished by  the  imperial  royal  ministry  of  finance,  relative  to  the  ])oint8  in  question 
referred  to  in  said  note,  and  would  respectfully  remark  that  the  information  relative 
to  Hungary  will,  on  its  reception,  be  without  delay  transmitted  to  tin;  h'gation.

Ad.  10.  On  the  26th  of  February,  1881,  was  enacted  a  law  relative  to  the  allowable 
variations  in  flneness  in  the  coinage  of  gold  coins  of  8  and  4  florins.  The  text  of  this 
law  may  be  seen  from  the  appended  transcript.  No  other  laws  relative  to  money  and 
coin  were  passed  in  1881. 

The  undersigned  avails  himself  of  this  occasion  to  renew  to  the  legation  the  assur- 
ance of  his  distinguished  consideration.

11,  12.  On  the  31st  of  December,  1880,  there  were  in  the  iui])erial  royal  "  Staats 
Central  Kassa"  gold  coins  to  the  aniount  of  2,454,300  francs  and  silver  coins  (in  cur- 
rent use)  to  the  aniount  of  2,761,600  francs  in  the  Staats  Schuelden  Kassa.''  The  amount 
on  hand  was  1.3  million  rtorins  in  silver,  0.6  million  liorius  in  gold.  Also,  in  other 
government  treasuries  gold  and  silver  are  constantly  on  hand.  Since  1878,  moreover, 
current  silver  is  continually  iti  general  circulation. 

On  the  31st  of  December,  1880,  the  cash  reserves  of  the  Austro-Hungarian  Bank 
consisted  of  65,010,262  florins  in  gold  and  108,291,351  llorins  in  silver  coin.  In  bills  of 
exchange  the  bank  po.ssessed  at  that  time,  London,  £1,195,5.54  148.  3rf.  ;  places  in 
Oenuany,  16,782,725.18  nntrks. 

13.  In  Austria-FIungary  foreign  coins  are  not  considered  legal  tender  for  payments, 
and  do  not  circulate  to  any  amount  worth  mention. 

14.  On  the  31  st  of  December,  1880,  the  amount  of  state  notes  in  circulation  was 
327,737,760  francs.  The  amount  of  notes  issued  by  the  Anstriati  Hank,  in  circulation, 
was  328,622,890  tlorins.  Both  these  sorts  of  ])aj)er  money  art;  constituted  legal  tender 
by  law. 

15   In  the  year  1880  no  law  relating  to  paper  money  and  coin  was  pa.ssed. 

The  following  subjoined  answers  have  been  sui»plied  to  the  ministry  for  foreign 
affairs  by  the  royal  Hungarian  ministry  of  finance,  in  reply  to  the  aforenuMitioned 
questions : 

I,  2.  The  coinage  of  gold  in  1880  amounts  to  1,804.0786  kilograms;  the  coinage  of 
silver  to  42,384,644  kilograms. 

3,  4.  The  particulars  of  the  export  and  import  of  gold  and  silvtsr  of  Hungary  can- 
not be  stated,  in  consequence  of  the  control  of  the  custom  territory  being  held  con- 
jointly with  Austria. 

7,  8.  The  ])roduct  ion  of  gold  in  Hungary  in  1880  amounted  to  1,604.0683  kilograms; 
of  silver  to  17,443.«081  kilograms. 

9,  10.  The  amount:  Of  gold  required  in  the  ye.ar  1880  for  industrial  and  artistit; 
purposes  can  be  estimated:  Of  gold,  500  kilograms;  of  silver,  3,200  kilograms. 

With  reference  to  the  rfmaiuing  (juestions  llie  royal  Hungarian  ministry  of  finance 
can  only  give  the  following  information  : 

II,  12.  In  October  of  last  v<'ar  the  reserve  of  the  royal  Hungarian  "  Central  Staats 
Kassa"  was  as  follows :  1,00(3,000  tlorins  gold,  and  1,, 500,000  tlorins  silver.  The  reserve 
of  gold  and  silver  in  other  state  exchequers  is  insignificant.  The  gold  and  silver 
mont\v  which  is  found  in  private  establishments  and  in  general  traflic  is  not  consid- 
erable in  quantity,  inas!imch  as  gold,  except  for  the  i)ayment  of  customs  duties,  has 
no  legal  rate,  but  the  circulatirui  of  silver  money  as  compared  with  that  in  bank 
notes  and  state  notes  is  less.  The  same  could  only  be  estimated  from  the  silver 
coined  in  Austria  and  Hungary  during  the  last  ten  years  (see  statements  C  and  D), 
together  with  the  reserves  of  silver  money  of  the  Austria-Hungarian  Bank. 

13.  In  regard  to  this  point  it  can  only  be  answered  that  fnreign  money  appears  only 
as  merchandise,  excepting  the  20  and  10  francs  jiieces  of  the  states  of  the  so-called 
Latin  Union,  which  are  received  at  the  public  treasury  ofHces  alike  with  the  8  and  4 

gold  pieces.  ,     •     •  i 

14.  The  paper  money  used  in  general  traffic  in  Hungary  is  the  same  as  that  in  circula- 
tion in  the  other  provinces  of  the  monarchy,  and  is  of  two  sorts,  namely,  state  notes 
and  bank  notes.  .  . 

The  quantity  of  current  state  notes  is  under  the  control  of  commissioners  of  the 
Hungarian  Diet  and  of  the  Austrian  Reichsrath.  The  varying  circulation  is  published 
periodicallv  in  the  official  i)a|)ers. 

The  quantity  of  bank  notes  in  current  circulation  can  be  seen  from  the  varying 
weekly  statements  of  the  Austro-Hungarian  Bank. 
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16.  In  the  lionrse  of  the  year  1880  no  law  toncliins  these  matters  has  been  enacted. 

While  the  n>inistry  for  foroij^n  affairs  has  tlie  honor  to  communicate  the  forcffoing 
to  the  envoy  t^xtraordinary  and  minister  ])lt'nii)ot<uitiary  of  this  irnited  Stales  of 
America,  Mr.  William  Walter  IMielps,  it  beys  further  to'  ])rescnt  herewith  another 
statement,  relatinj^  to  the  coinage  of  gold  and  silver  in  Austria  and  Hungary  during 
the  ten  years  from  1870  to  lrt8().

11th.  What  is  the  estimated  amount  of  gold  coin  in  the  treasury,  in  banks,  and  in 
circulati(m,  respectively  f 

12th.  What  is  the  estimated  amount  of  silver  coin  in  the  treasury,  in  banks,  and  in 
circulation,  respectively  ? 

13th.  Do  foreign  coius  circulate  as  money?  What  are  the  principal  coins,  and  the 
estimated  amount  of  each?    Are  they  legal  tender? 

14th.  What  was  the  amount  of  outstanding  paper  currency,  government  and  others, 
respectively  ? 

15th.  Have  any  laws  been  passed  during  the  year  affecting  the  coinage,  issue,  or 
legal  character  of  the  metallic  and  paper  circulation  ?   If  so,  please  transmit  copies. 

The  ministry  of  foreign  affairs  transmitted  these  inquiries  to  the  proper  bureau 
officers  in  Sweden  and  Norway,  and  with  manifest  courtesy  and  pi'omptuess  the  fol- 
lowing answers  have  been  received : 
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Ri'specting  iiKiiiirics  IStli  and  Kith  no  iiiioniiiUion  Ciui  bii  ^\voa\  othor  tliaii  tliat 
loirij^n  coins  are  bnt  very  little  nsed  in  general  trade,  (sxcept  Norwegian  and  Danish 
coins,  wliieh  are  current.    No  law  concerning  coinage  was  issned  in  Sweden  in  18bU.

In  1881)  Norway  coined  abont  12  kilograms  of  silver,  but  no  gold. 

2d.  There  Avas  imported  in  1880  of  the  two  metals  in  bars  and  money  an  amount 
valued  at  2,48:5,000  kroners,  and  exported  an  amonnt  valued  753,800  krouers. 

3d.  Gold  is  not  i)roduced  in  the  kingdom.  In  the  royal  silver  mines — the  only  silver 
mines  in  the  kingdom — there  was  produced  from  the  1st  of  July,  1879,  to  the  30th  of 
June,  1880,  4,436  kilograms  of  silver. 

4th.  In  the  arts  and  industries  there  was  used  in  1880  about  20  kilograms  of  gold 
and  1,470  of  silver. 

Gth.  The  Norway  state  bank  posses.sed  at  the  close  of  1880,  in  gold  bars  or  coined 
gold,  an  amount  of  23,244,000  kroners,  and  in  silver,  in  bars  or  coined  silver,  an  amount 
of  147,000  kroners.  The  state  treasury's  amount  of  coiued  silver  was  at  the  end  of  1880, 
88ti,000  krouers.  The  state  treasury  has  no  gold.  The  coiued  silver  in  other  banks 
than  the  state  bank  and  its  branches,  also  the  silver  in  circulation  was  at  the  same 
time  abont  4,000,000  kroners.  The  amount  of  gold  in  other  banks  than  the  state 
bank,  and  that  in  circulation,  was  inconsiderable. 

eth.  On  account  of  the  agreement  between  Sweden,  Norway,  and  Denmark  of  the 
27th  of  May,  1873,  with  the  addition  of  the  16th  of  October,  1875,  and  of  March  26, 
1881,  all  the  coins  of  each  of  the  three  kingdoms  are  legal  tender  in  the  others  for  the 
value  stamped  upon  them.  Ou  account  of  this  there  is  in  circulation  iu  Norway  a 
considerable  amount  of  Swedish  and  Danish  small  money.  One  cannot  tell  how  much 
of  each. 

With  respect  to  Norway  coinage  one  can  add  something  to  the  department's  docu- 
ment of  the  10th  of  December  last.  In  the  law  there  explained  there  has  occurred  a 
change,  by  the  law  of  June,  1881,  of  which  a  copy  is  inclosed,  in  accordance  with  the 
addition  to  the  Money  Convention  of  March  26,  1881,  which  permits  the  coinage  of  a 
5- kroner  gold  piece,  of  which  496  shall  contain  one  kilogram  of  fine  gold.  The  coin- 
age of  these  pieces  will  hardly  be  an  object  for  Norway.    Of  the  different  coins  there

(jueuce,  as  all  of  the  recoiued  money  was  stamped  in  Irin  and  the  foUowinj;  years. 

7th,  As  is  more  carefully  explained  in  the  department  document  of  the  10th  of  De- 
cember, the  State  Bank  of  Norway  is  entitled  to  issue  bank  notes.  The  amount  of 
hank  notes  in  circulation  at  the  end  of  IHdO  was  about  38,714,000  kroners. 

8th.  In  1880  there  was  no  law  made  concerning  coinage,  and  in  1881  that  of  the  8th 
of  June,  before  alluded  to,  was  made. 

These  statistical  statements  of  the  Swedish  and  Norwegian  Governments  seem  to 
fully  answer  the  interrogatories  contained  in  your  circular  despatch,  and  I  trust  will 
he  found  satisfactory  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  1  inclose  copies  of  the  otftcial 
statement  of  the  consolidated  debts  of  Sweden  and"  Norway,  which  may  l)e  found  of 
interest.

The  national  bank  in  C"penhagen,  a  private  establishment  independent  of 
the  state  finances,  has  the  monopoly  in  Denniark  for  the  issue  of  bank  notes  to  t  he 
amount  of  about  73,l(i(i,000  of  kroners. 

Ad.  13.  In  1880  no  law  relating  to  monetary  regnlatic^ns  has  «>manated  in  Denmark, 
riease  accept,  sir,  the  assurance  of  my  verv  liigh  consideration.

Ad.  4.  No  impoi't  or  export  of  silver  (in  coin  or  in  bullion)  lias  taken  place  in  1881. 
Ad.  5,  6.  There  are  no  gold  or  silver  mines  in  Denmark. 

Ad.  7.  Of  coined  gold  none  was  retained  in  the  treasuiy  in  1881 ;  in  circulation 
tliere  were  about  3,000,000  of  crowns  ;  in  the  national  bank  were  deposited  25,000,000 
of  crowns  in  gold  coin  of  thv  Scandinavian  countries,  and  about  24,000,000  of  crowns 
in  bullion  or  in  foreign  gold  coin.

United  States  Legation, 

Constantinople,  June  14,  1882. 

Sir  :  As  to  tbe  circular  yoxi  were  pleased  to  address  to  me,  under  date  of  12th  April 
last,  requesting  all  tbe  information  obtainable  in  reference  to  the  coinage,  produc- 
tion, consumption,  import,  and  export  of  the  precious  metals,  paper  and  metallic  cir- 
-culation,  and  other  information  bearing  upon  financial  matters  aftectiug  the  Ottoman 
Empire,  it  is  now  apparent  that  it  will  not  be  in  my  power  to  furnish  a  report  such 
i\H  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  bas  in  mind.  The  meager  summary  in- 
closed, with  translation,  is  the  very  best  to  be  bad  upon  tbe  subject,  and  as  it  was 
derived  from  an  employe  of  the  Imperial  Mint,  it  cannot  be  recommended  as  official. 
In  fact,  tbe  best  to  be  said  of  it  is  that  it  is  reliable  as  far  as  it  goes,  particularly  with 
respect  to  the  amount  of  gold  and  silver,  their  coinage,  denominations,  and  value. 

Precise  figures  on  the  other  matters  lie  absolutely  out  of  reach.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered that  this  is  not  a  land  of  published  repoi  ts  in  connection  with  the  operations 
of  any  branch  of  the  Government.  The  rule  is  the  reverse.  His  Majesty  the  Sultan 
is  dispos(!(I  to  give  personal  supervision  to  all  administrative  details.  In  the  effort 
1  am  satisfied  his  greatest  difficulty  is  in  getting  information  of  the  exactness  which 
is  the  prime  essential  to  intelligent  judgment. 
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Spe;ikin<?  genorally  there  are  liut  two  sources  of  information  with  respeet  to  finan- 
cial operations  in  Turkey— certain  bureaus  of  the  j;overnuient  and  the  banks.  As  to 
the  hrst  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  they  carry  on  for  their  respective  departrneuts  witli- 
out  regard  to  hiw  or  system  other  than  His  Majesty's  pleasure  ;  so  that  one  does  not 
know  any  day  in  the  fiscal  year  what  the  others  are  doing  or  have  done.  If  there  is 
a  treasury  iu  fact,  its  location  Avonld  be  nearly  as  ditficult  to  find  as  the  ]»ole. 

The  institution  called  ilie  trca-sitri/,  at  Seraglio  Point,  is  not  a  ])lace  of  dei>osit  or 
disbursement  of  public  funds,  but  merely  a  museum.  The  banks  are  all  private,  and, 
like  such  institutions  elsewhere,  they  are  as  solicitous  to  conceal  their  itrotits  as  thev 
are  their  losses. 

Touching  the  pai)er  money  of  the  empire  I  will  be  able  to  do  something  better  iu 
answer  to  the  circular.  The  subject  was  elaborately  treated  two  or  three  years  ago 
by  H.  B.  M.  consul  [Mr.  Wrench]  at  Constantinople,  and  I  am  promised  a  copy  of  iTis 
rei>ort ;  but  as  the  caiin<^  have  disappeared  from  circulation,  their  history  will  be  in- 
teresting solely  as  it  may  have  application  to  the  fiat-money  theory  of  the  Greenback 
party.  Nowhere  probably  cau  there  be  found  liner  illustration  of  the  ends  to  which 
such  theories  lead. 

I  will  forward  Mr.  Wrench's  report  in  a  few  days.

3d.  It  might  be  possible  to  answer  by  consulting  the  registers  of  the  custom-houso 
and  those  of  the  ])rincipal  banks  of  Constantinoi)le  ;  even  then  the  returns  obtaiiM'<I 
would  lie  very  unreliable.  The  raw  truth  is  that  the  commercial  balanee  is  always 
in  favor  of  the  foreign  countries.  Gold  naturally  is  exportiid  and  disapp<'ars  from 
day  to  <lav  from  Turkish  countries. 

4th.  'I'lie  answer  is  the  same  for  silver,  be  it  in  bars  or  in  coin,  and  for  the  same 
reasons.  However,  silver  being  the  metal  used  in  the  Asiatic  and  Mussulman  coun- 
tries, and  lieing  not  ordinarily  the  medium  of  internation.al  commerce,  its  exporta- 
tion is  smaller  than  that  of  gold,  except  in  time  of  crisis,  when  commerce  pays  with 
any  money  that  can  be  found  or  procured,  even  in  copper,  which  in  several  cases  we 
saw  forwarded  to  Europe,  the  peoi)le  having  nothing  else. 

Properly  speaking,  Turkey  does  not  possess  or  does  not  work  any  gold  mines.  There 
are  some  places  in  the  mountains  of  Volo,  Salouica,  and  also  iu  Anotolia,  where  by 
washing  sand  gold  is  fctund.  but  in  such  small  quantities  as  to  be  almost  insignificant  , 
and  is  done  by  private  individuals  who  work  by  stealth,  so  as  to  evade  the  fiscal 
duty.  The  little  gold  produced  iu  Turkey  is  found  in  the  lead  mines,  which  gener 
ally  contain  some  silver  and  gold. 

(ith.  Same  answer  for  the  silver.  The  amounts  of  gold  and  silver  from  the  two 
lead  mines  worked  by  the  government  [fnun  l^HU  to  the  1st  of  .Tune,  18ri2],  mines  of^ 
Hulgardagh  and  of  HVrc^ketlu,  are  .')67,092  drams  of  fine  silver  and  2,307  drams  of  tine 
gold.    The  dram  =  3.207  grams. 

7,  8.  To  inquire  from  the  Ottoman  Bank  and  others. 

9th.  If  by  ]»aper  money  one  understands  the  caim<^,  which  is  nearly  out  of  (;irciila- 
tion,  and  no  longer  accepted  by  any  one,  except  certain  municipal  administrations 
which  are  willing  to  accejtt  one-fifth  of  certain  taxes  in  caim<^  at  the  rate  of  400 
piasters  for  100  piasters,  and  this  only  for  old  taxes  that  have  been  due  for  three 
years,  there  is  still  a  stock  of  3,100,000  pounds  in  caini<^,  the  value  of  which  ranges  to- 
"£9.')0  per  Turkish  lina,  of  100  piasters  in  gold. 

10th.  For  several  years  the  paper  money  [cainK'-J  has  been  legally  withdrawn,  with 
the  exception  stated  in  No.  9.    It  was  in  truth  a  self-withdrawal,  as  no  one  would 
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liiivt"  any  of  it,  tlio  yovernmont  ainoii<i;  the  lirst.  With  i)ii(|uit<)iiN  ii<rgravatioii,  how- 
ever, the  treasury  continued  to  pay  its  officials  wilii  it,  iilthough  it  was  no  longer 
in  circulation. 

Several  decrees,  trades,  Ac.,  exist  in  relation  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  paper 
money  and  the  metallic  becklili  and  altcliks,  generally  veiy  vague,  and  not  at  all  to 
the  ])oiut. 

The  truth  is  that  in  Constantinople  copper  money  does  not  exist,  and  nobody  ac- 
cepts it. 

The  metallic  becklik,  formerly  5  piasters,  is  in  circulation  now  for  2^  piasters, 
which  is  its  intrinsic  value,  or  nearly  so. 

The  altelik,  or  G-])iaster  i)iece,  is  in  circulation  for  5  piasters,  nearly  its  real  value. 

The  treasury  does  not  accept  for  payment  at  Constantino))le  either  becklik  or  alte- 
lik in  the  absence  of  small  coins,  which  although,  des)>ised  and  debased,  render  the 
greatest  service  to  the  i)opulation  for  daily  expenses  and  small  purchases.

SiK  :  Adverting  to  the  letter  from  your  department  of  April  8  last,  requesting  cer- 
tain financial  information  from  abroad  for  the  use  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  I  have 
the  honor  to  apprise  you  of  the  receipt  of  a  dispatch  from  our  minister-resident  at 
Honolulu,  of  the  13th  ultimo,  in  which,  concerning  the  inquiries  i)ropounded  in  that 
letter,  Mr.  Conily  states  as  follows  respecting  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  viz  : 

"As  to  mines  and  coinage  in  this  kingdom,  there  are  no  mines  and  no  coinage  to  re- 
port, and  no  reliable  data  upon  which  to  found  answers  to  th<'  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury's inquiries  as  to  the  amount  and  kinds  of  circulation,  amount  in  treasury  and 
banks,  &c.  The  business  of  the  country  is  on  a  silver  basis,  except  a  few  British 
sovereigns  that  pass  for  $5.  The  principal  coin  in  circulation  is  Mexican  and  United 
States  trade  dollars,  Freuch,  Belgian,  Italian,  and  Sardinian  (old)  tive-franc  jiieces 
that  pass  for  dollars,  and  some  small  subsidiary  coins,  mostly  United  States. 

"No  copper  in  circulation,  and  coins  of  5  cents  are  rarely  used."

SiK :  In  response  to  certain  interrogatories  which,  at  the  instance  of  the  Secretary 
of  tlu-  Treasury,  you  sent  to  me  June  lO  last,  I  regret  to  say  that  there  are  no  means 
for  obtaining  the  inibrmatiou  desired. 

The  Chinese  Government  collects  no  statistics  to  show  the  movements  of  the  pre- 
<'ious  metals  in  this  empire  It  is  iini)ossibie  for  any  other  agency  to  collect  them. 
Tlie  foreign  customs  has  made  an  attempt  to  ascertain  the  transfers  of  gold  and  silver 
from  one  port  to  another,  but  the  inspector-general,  Mr.  Hart,  informs  me  that  they 
Jire  so  incomplete  that  no  value  is  to  be  attached  to  them.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  forwarding  a  copy 
of  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  State  at  Washington,  in  which  he  expressed  a  desire 
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to  learn  tbe  facts  in  regard  to  the  coinage,  production,  consnniption,  import  and  ex- 
port of  gold  and  silver  and  paper  money. 

I  am  sorry  that  I  must  reply  that  I  am  not  able  to  furnish  all  the  information  de- 
sired and  requested  in  the  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  because  in  Siam  there  havo 
been  no  statistics  collected  regarding  this  subject  as  is  done  in  Europe  and  America. 

There  are  no  silver  mines  in  Siam;  there  are  gold  mines  in  many  places,  but  there- 
is  little  profit  from  them.  Some  years  the  yield  is  greater  than  in  other  years,  audi 
there  are  no  statistics  kept,  and  the  amount  of  gold  from  the  mines  is  not  known.. 
Gold  is  not  coined  for  circulation,  nor  is  paper  money  used  in  the  country. 

I  am  only  able  to  tell  you  the  value  of  Mexican  and  Japanese  dollars  and  Indian) 
ru])ee8  as  received  by  the  officers  of  the  treasury  in  exchange  fqr  ticals. 

Mexican  dollars  are  received  at  the  rate  of  48  for  80  ticals  ;  Japanese  dollars  at  thee 
rate  of  49  for  80  ticals  ;  rupees  at  the  rate  of  122  for  80  ticals.  This  is  all  the  infor- 
mation I  am  able  to  give  you.

liad  asked  from  your  department  information  respecting  the  coinage,  i)rodiictiou, 
consumption,  importation  and  exportation  of  the  i^recious  metals,  metallic  and  paper 
currency  of  the  republic  for  the  year  1880,  I  now  transmit  to  you  such  informatiou 
upon  the  subject  as  is  in  the  x^ossession  of  this  department,  to  the  end  that  yon  may 
communicate  it  to  the  legation,  and  to  enable  you  to  do  so  properly  yoix  will  find 
the  questions  answered  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  propounded. 

There  is  no  official  data  as  to  the  amount  of  gold,  in  coin  or  bullion,  imported  into 
the  republic.  The  only  importation  of  coin  would  be  that  which  is  brought  into  the 
country  for  the  defraying  of  their  personal  expenses.  This^mount  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  estimate,  and  must  be  so  insignificant  as  not  to  deserve  any  attention, 
and  the  same  may  be  said  in  regard  to  silver. 

In  the  hscal  year  which  ended  on  the  30th  of  June,  1880,  there  was  exported  to  the 
value  of  11,401,382.26,  as  follows:

There  is  no  gold  coin  in  the  general  treasury.  As  regards  the  amount  which,  is  in 
circulation  I  have  no  data  upon  which  to  reply  to  the  questions ;  but  by  reason  of 
the  fluctuations  in  the  value  of  silver  abroad  gold  coin  is  scarce,  as  it  is 'sought  for 
export.  As  a  consequence  it  may  be  asserted  without  the  fear  of  contradiction  that 
it  does  not  form  5  per  cent,  of  the  circulating  medium  of  the  country. 

There  is  no  data  upon  which  to  estimate  the  amount  of  silver  in  circulation  in  the 
Republic. 

The  general  government  has  no  paper  money  in  circulation. 

No  laws  have  been  passed  during  the  year  affecting  the  coinage,  issne,  or  legal 
character  of  the  metallic  and  paper  circulation. 

I  consider  it  opportune  to  say  that  this  department  is  now  engaged  in  making  a 
general  statistical  statement  of  the  republic,  which  will  shortly  be  forwarded^to 
your  department.

The  President  of  the  Republic  has  addressed  to  me  the  following  decree : 

Manuel  Gonzales,  constitutional  President  of  the  United  Mexican  States,  to  its  inhab- 
itants: 

Know  ye,  that  the  Congress  of  the  Union  has  seen  i>roper  to  decree  tliat  which 
follows : 

The  Congress  of  the  United  Mexican  States  decrees  : 

Act  1.  The  copper  coin  of  Mexico  shall  consist  of  pieces  of  the  deuoinination  of  one 
cent,  two  cents,  and  live  cents,  in  the  proportion  of  seventy-live  to  eighty  of  copper 
and  twenty  to  twenty-five  of  nickel. 

Act  2.  The  diameter  of  the  coin  one  cent  shall  be  sixteen  millimeters,  and  its  weight 
two  grams;  the  diameter  of  the  coin  two  cents  shall  be  eighteen  millimeters,  and  its 
weight  three  grams;  and  the  diameter  of  the  coin  of  live  cents  shall  be  twenty  milli- 
meters, and  its  weight  five  grams. 

The  Secretary  of  Fomento  will  determine  the  emblem,  motto,  and  the  other  details 
respecting  the  new  coin. 

Act  3.  From  and  after  the  publication  of  this  law  the  coinage  of  silver  pieces  of 
the  denomination  of  five  cents  in  silver  and  of  one  cent  in  copper  shall  cease  in  all 
the  mints  of  the  republic;  and  after  two  years,  counting  from  the  same  date,  the 
^•ircnlation  of  copper  cents,  "tlacos"  (the  eightli  of  12^  cents),  and  cuartillas  (the 
fourth  part  of  12^  cents)  shall  entirely  cease,  leaving  it  to  the  executive  to  take  such 
measures  as  may  .seem  proper  to  retire  the  copper  money  legally  coined  and  to  pro- 
vide all  districts  with  the  new  money. 

The  term  of  two  years  mentioned  in  this  article  as  the  period  when  the  circulation 
of  the  old  copper  coin  shall  cease  shall  be  prudently  propounded  by  the  executive,  if 
^interior  to  that  term  it  has  not  been  possible  to  change  the  old  coin  for  the  new  nickel 
in  either  of  the  .states  of  the  federation. 

Act  4.  The  quantity  to  be  coined  of  the  new  money  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
four  million  dollars,  to  bo  i.ssued  at  such  times  as  may  be  considered  neces.sary  by  the 
<?xecutive  to  satisfy  tlie  public  necessities. 
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Act  f),  Tlie  executive  sball  (letennine  the  quantity  which  may  be  necessary  and 
useful  to  the  eiuissiou  of  the  new  money  in  the  ivcoiu"in<f  of  the  old  system  of  silver 
and  the  funding  of  the  copper  coin,  and  if  it  should  not  he  sufficient,  he  is  authorized 
to  incur  the  expense  which  the  operation  requires. 

Act  6.  Tin;  executive  is  authorized  to  incur  the  expense  of  the  coinage  of  the  new 
money. 

If  it  is  not  possible  to  have  the  work  done  in  the  republic,  he  is  authorized  to  con- 
tract for  the  coining  thereof  abroad.

I  hiiv»> 
the  honor  to  state  that  it  is  with  the  greatest  difhculty  that  any  thing  likfi*  reliable 
infornuition,  as  far  as  this  country  is  concerned,  can  i»e  obtained  upon  tlie  subject 
therein  niiined,  even  for  the  calen<lar  year  1H81. 

No  gold  has  been  coined  in  this  country  during  the  period  n.amed. 

The  amount  of  silver  coined  by  the  "National  Bank  of  Hayti"  and  ])ut  in  circu- 
lation is  $780, 000,  as  follows:  §;i80,000  in  piec<'8  and  denominations  of  I  gourde,. 
j)i2.')0,00()  in  ])ieces  and  denominations  of  *20  cents,  §150,000  of  10  cents.  Such  silver 
bearing  the  insignia  of  llaytian  nationality  was  coined  in  France  and  imported  for 
circulation  through  the  national  bank. 

The  amount  of  gold  coin  imported  regularly,  as  reported,  aujounts  to  .|!l  1,41)4. 

The  amount  of  silver  imported  amounts  to  §.')6,78r),  in  addition  to  the  importations 
of  Haytian  silver;  the  two  sorts,  national  and  foreign,  aggregating  i;8:?f),785. 

The  amount  of  gold  coin  exj)orted  regularly,  as  reported,  amounts  to  §l,r).^)0. 

The  amount  of  silver  coin  exported  regularly,  as  reported,  amounts  to  ^i") 17,488.95,. 
jtrincipally  Mexican  silver  dollars,  and  a  small  amount  United  States  silver. 

There  are  no  gold  or  silver  mines  worked  in  Hayti. 

It  is  not  practicable  to  give  the  estimated  amount  of  gold  or  silver  in  the  treas- 
ury, in  the  national  bank,  or  in  circulati(»n  in  this  country,  with  even  approximate 
accuracy,  at  the  close  of  the  vear  1881. 

The  ainount  of  both,  however,  may  be  estimated  at  from  $3,000,000  to  !8;5,OO0,OOO. 

There  was  no  paper  currency-  in  this  country,  government  or  otiier.  at  the  close  of 
the  year  1881. 

There  were  no  laws  passed  during  the  year  1881  having  reference  to  any  bank  or 
banking  institution  in  this  country. 

I  have  the  honor,  however,  to  inclo.se  herewith  a  copy  of  law  for  the  coinage  of 
the  National  Hank  of  Hayti,  the  only  bank  existing  in  this  country  having  agencie* 
or  branches  in  tiie  various  o))en  p()rts  of  the  republic;  also  the  decree  ami  statutes 
thereof,  the  regulaticnis  governing  the  service  of  the  treasury  to  be  ix'Hbrmed  by 
the  bank,  and  the  circular,  dated  Sejitember  22,  1881,  issued  by  the  Department  of 
State  of  Financ<\s  and  of  Commerce  resp«'ctiug  the  same  service.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  tninsniit  herewith  inclowid  to  the  Department  a  copy  of 
a  hiw  with  transhition,  innrked  reHi)eotiveiy  A  and  B,  passed  by  the  corps  legishitif 
of  this  republic  on  the  24th  day  of  September,  1880,  published  in  the  official  secrion 
of  Le  IMoniteur  on  the  •24th  day  of  S(;ptember,  1881,  fixing  the  standard  of  value, 
weight,  denomination,  dimension,  and  description  of  the  gold,  silver,  and  bronze 
national  money,  the  sum  total  aggregating  2,000,000  gourdes,  to  be  coined  at  the  mint 
at  Paris,  France.  ui)on  conditions  of  the  same  assays  and  control  as  French  moneys, 
and  issued  by  tin?  Niitiouiil  Bank  of  Hayti  in  accordance  with  the  contract  made  by 
the  government  with  /,«  Soch'te  lUn^.ral  dii  Credit  Indusiriel  et  Commercial  of  Paris. 

This  law  provides  tliat  the  gold  coin  shall  consist  of  pieces  of  1,  2,  .5,  and  10  gourdes, 
the  issue  thereof  not  to  exceed  180,000  gourdes ;  that  the  silver  coin  shall  consist  of 
pieces  of  1  gourde,  50,  20,  10,  and  5  cents.  The  issue  of  the  silver  gourde  shall  not 
exceed  400,000  gourdes ;  the  issue  of  the  fractional  silver  currency  shall  not  exceed 
960,000  gourdes;  and  that  bronze  coin  shall  consist  of  pieces  of  1  and  2  cents,  the- 
issue  not  to  exceed  400,000  gourdes. 

The  various  i)iece8  of  this  money  shall  bear  upon  one  side  the  arms  of  the  republic, 
with  the  words  in  exerg-ue,  Liberty,  Egalitd,  P^raternit<S,  Republique  d'  Haiti,  with 
the  value  of  each  piece,  and  upon  the  other  the  figure  of  the  Goddess  of  Liberty  and 
the  year  of  its  coinage.

Whereas  in  conseqnence  of  our  frequent  civil  troubles  and  the  expedients  to  whicb 
our  different  governments  have  been  obliged  to  have  recourse  to  establish  and  facili- 
tate the  means  of  exchange,  there  has  been  produced  in  our  monetary  system  a  veri- 
table anarchy  which  it  is  necessary  to  remove  as  soon  aa  possible  ;  that  the  best  means- 
by  which  to  reach  this  desirable  result  is  to  establish  in  the  country  a  unity  of  national 
money  which  may  be  contemporaneous  with  the  establishment  of  the  bank. 

In  view  of  the  decree  of  the  national  assembly  of  the  14th  of  September  of  the  cur- 
rent year,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  secretary  of  state  of  finances  with  the  advice  of 
the  council  of  secretaries  of  state,  has  proposed  and  the  corps  legislatif  has  voted 
with  urgency  the  following  law  : 

Article  I.  There  is  created  a  national  money  of  the  weight  of  one  gram  six  hun- 
dred and  twelve  and  nine-tenths  milligrams  (1.6129  gr. )  of  the  standard  of  nine  hun- 
dred thousandthz  of  fine  gold  (i-olPo)        of  one  hundred  thousandths  of  copper  ( iVo'^u ) 
it  shall  take  the  name  of  gourde. 

The  gourde  shall  be  divided  into  a  hundred  parts  or  centimes. 

The  amount  of  the  emission  shall  be  two  millions  of  gourdes. 

Of  this  amount,  that  of  gold  money  shall  be  one  hundred  and  eighty  thousand 
gourdes  ;  that  of  silver  money  in  pieces  of  one  gourde  shall  be  four  hundred  sixty 
thousand  gourdes;  that  of  fractional  silver  money  shall  be  nine  hundred  sixty 
thousand  gourdes  ;  that  of  bronze  four  hundred  thousand  gourdes. 

Art.  II.  There  shall  be  coined  :  Ist,  of  gold  money,  pieces  of  one,  two,  five,  and  ten 
gourdes  (1,  2,  5,  and  10  gourdes)  ;  2d,  of  silver  money,  pieces  of  one  gourde,  of  fifty, 
twenty,  ten,  and  five  centimes;  3d,  of  bronze  money,  pieces  of  two  and  one  centimes. 

Art.  III.  All  the  pieces  of  gold  shall  be  of  the  standard  of  nine  hundred  thou- 
sandths fine  (to^cTij)  f     ^  hundred  thousandths  of  alloy  (T-o'iro). 

The  allowance  of  the  standard  shall  be  of  two  thousandths  above  and  below  (Ttnni)- 
The  pieces  of  ten  gourdes  shall  be  of  the  size  of  sixty-two  to  the  kilogram,  to  wit, 
of  the  weight  of  sixteen  grams  one  hundred  twenty-nine  millij^rams  and  three  one 
hundredths  (16  gr.  129.03),  with  allowance  of  a  thousandth  (to cm)  above  or  below. 
The  pieces  of  five  gourdes  shall  be  of  the  size  of  one  hundred  twenty-four  to  the  kilo- 
gram, namely,  of  the  weight  of  eight  grams  sixty-four  milligrams  five  hundred  ten 
(8  gr.  64.510),  with  allowance  of  two  thousandths  (-ro^ffTi)  above  or  below. 

The  piece  of  two  gourdes  shall  be  of  the  size  of  three  hundred  ten  pieces  to  the 
kilogram,  to  wit,  of  the  Aveight  of  three  grams  two  hundred  twenty-five  eight  hun- 
dred (3  gr.  225.800),  with  allowance  of  two  thousandths  (toVo)  f^bove  or  below. 

The  piece  of  one  gourde  shall  be  of  the  size  of  six  hundred  twenty  ineces  to  the- 
kilogram,  namely,  of  the  w^eight  of  one  gram  six  hundred  twelve  milligrams  nine 
hundred  (1  gr.  012.900),  with  allowance  of  three  thousandths  (jo^jni)  above  or  below. 

The  piece  of  ten  gourdes  shall  have  twenty-eight  millimeters  (28'"'")  of  diameter,. 
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the  piece  of  five  gourdes  shall  have  twenty-two  millimeters,  the  piece  of  two  gourdes 
nineteen  millimeters,  and  the  piece  of  one  gourde  seventeen  millimeters. 

Art.  IV.  The  jjiece  of  one  gourde,  of  silver,  shall  be  of  the  standard  of  nine  hundred 
thousandths  of  silver  (ro"off)  "Hfl  one  hundred  thousandths  of  alloy  (t'o^imj);  with  allow- 
ance of  standard  of  two  thousandths  (rifuT))  above  and  below. 

The  fractional  pieces  of  silver  of  the  gourdes  of  lifty,  twenty,  ten,  and  five  cents 
shall  be  of  the  standard  of  eight  hundred  thirty-five'thousaudths  (i^o'tfir)  of  silver 
fine  and  165  of  alloy,  with  allowance  of  standard  above  and  below  of  three  thou- 
sandths (tT)Vo)- 

The  weight  of  the  gourde  of  silver  shall  be  of  twenty-five  grams  (25  gr.),  with 
4illowance  of  three  thousandths  (xoVo)  Jibove  or  below. 

The  piece  of  fifty  cents  shall  weigh  twelve  grams  five  hundred  thousandths 
(12.500  gr. ),  Avith  allowance  of  five  thousandths  (rifoT))  above  or  below. 

The  piece  of  twenty  cents  sliall  weigh  five  grams  (5  gr.),  with  allowance  of  five 
thousandths  (-ntVu)  above  or  below. 

The  piece  of  ten  cents  shall  weigh  two  grams  five  hundred  milligrams  (2  gr.  500), 
with  allowance  of  Y^cm  above  or  below. 

The  piece  of  five  cents  shall  be  of  the  weight  of  one  gram  two  hundred  fifty  milli- 
grams (I  gr.  250),  with  allowance  of  ten  thousandths  (  j  oll,,)  above  or  below. 

The  gourde  of  silver  shall  have  thirty-seven  millimeters  of  diameter  (37""")  ; 

The  piece  of  fifty  cents  (50c.),  twenty-nine  millimeters  (29"'"') ; 

The  piece  of  twenty  cents  (20c.),  twenty -three  milliuu^ters  (23'""') ; 

The  piece  of  ten  cents,  eighteen  millimeters  (18'"'"); 

And  the  piece  of  five  cents,  sixteen  millimeters  (16'""'). 

There  shall  not  be  made  fractional  pieces  of  silver  of  fifty,  twenty,  ten,  anfl  (ive 
cents  for  a  sum  above  six  francs  per  head  for  each  inhabitant : 

Akt.  V.  There  shall  be  made  bronze  pieces  of  one  and  two  cents. 

The  composition  of  alloy  shall  be  ninety-five  parts  of  l)rass,  four  of  ])ewter.  and 
one  of  zinc,  with  allowance  of  one  i>er  cent,  of  copper  and  half  p«'r  cent,  of  1  lie  oilier 
metals. 

The  ])iece  of  two  cents  shall  weigh  ten  grams,  and  the  ])iece  of  one  cent  shall 
■wei^h  five  grams. 

The  allowance  of  weight  above  and  below  shall  be  of  an  hundredth  (v'.a)- 

The  ])iece  of  two  cents  shall  be  of  the  diameter  of  thirty  millimeters  (:{()""")  and 
that  of  a  cent  of  twenty-five  millimeters  (25"""). 

Aht.  VI.  These  difi'erent  m(»ueys  shall  bear  on  the  one  side  the  arms  of  the  repub- 
lic, with  the  words  in  exergue,  LUn  rlv,  fUjaVdc,  Fniti  rnilc,  li'cpuhliiiiie  d'  Haiti,  and  the 
value  of  each  i)iece  ;  and  ui»on  the  other  the  elfigy  of  the  (Joddess  of  Liberty,  with 
the  date  of  the  year  of  the  coinage. 

Art.  VII.  No  one  shall  be  reijuired  to  receive  at  the  same  payment  more  than  ten 
gourdes  in  fractional  silver  money  and  two  gourdes  of  bronze  money. 

Aht.  \Tir.  The  government  is  authorized  to  have  struck  moneys  conformable  to 
the  present  law  at  the  mint  of  Taris,  at  the  care  of  the  general  direction  of  mints  of 
France,  under  condition  of  the  same  assays  and  control  as  French  moneys. 

Aht.  IX.  The  government  is  likewise  authorized  to  open  negotiations  with  the 
governments  composing  the  Latin  Monetary  Union,  in  (trder  to  obtain  the  circulation 
of  our  national  iiieces  of  gold  and  of  silver  in  their  territories,  uixtu  condition  of 
recij)rocitv. 

Aht.  X. 'The  present  law  abrogates  all  provisions  of  la  w  and  jirior  monetary  decrees 
which  are  contrarv  to  it,  and  shall  be  jtrinted,  published,  and  executed  at  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Secretaries  of  State  of  Finance  and  of  Comnu'rce,  of  the  Interior  and 
of  Agriculture.

Special  Report  on  the  National  Bank  of  Hayti. 

For  the  past  nine  years  American  silver  has  constitnted  the  principal  part  of  the 
circulating  medium  of  Hayti.  Within  the  past  two  years  and  a  half  a  large  amount 
of  Mexican  silver  dollars  has  been  imported,  and  this  money  has  circulated  freely  in 
this  country.  Within  the  same  period  au  amount  of  Haytian  coins,  bearing  the  effi- 
gies of  Boyer  and  Petion,  variously  estimated  at  from  tifty  to  a  hundred  thousand 
(lollars,  has  been  remouetized  and  again  put  in  circulation  by  the  government.  If  to- 
these  several  elements  of  silver  money  there  be  added  a  small  amount  of  American,. 
English,  French,  and  Spanish  gold,  the  aggregate  of  the  whole,  both  kinds  of  specie,, 
amonnting  to  alxmt  seven  millions  of  dollars,  one  will  have  substantially  the  sum 
total  and  character  of  the  currency  which  has  been  employed  in  this  country  for  the- 
period  indicated. 

It  was  in  this  monetary  condition  of  the  country,  on  the  election  of  General  Salo- 
mon to  the  Presidency  of  the  Republic,  that  the  ])roposition  to  establish  a  national 
hank,  upon  foreign  cai)ital  and  by  grant  of  special  concession,  was  considered  and 
determined  by  the  Haytian  national  assembly. 

The  report  of  the  matter  is  presented  in  a  contract  with  the  "  X«  Societe  Generate  dii 
Credit  Indnntriel  et  Commercial,"  of  Paris,  for  the  establishment  of  such  institution, 
ui)on  concession  for  tifty  years. 

The  bank  founded  under  the  auspices  of  the  above  society  is  a  joint  stock  com- 
pany, with  its  seat  of  superior  administration  at  Paris.  It  has  a  council  of  admin- 
istration, coiuposedof  distinguished  Parisian  liiianciers,  of  which  Mr.  Lehidem  is  the 
j)]esident.  Ik'si<les  such  C(mncil,  it  has  a  secretary -geneial,  who  has  charge  of  the 
artairs  at  Paris,  and  a  chief  and  subordinate  director  at  Port  an  Prince,  with  such 
em[)l()yes  as  the  service  of  the  principal  establishment  here  seems  to  require.  Here- 
after, not  long  hence,  there  is  to  be  constituted  in  this  city  a  council  of  administra- 
tion and  discount,  whose  membership  will  consist  of  co«.S7>(c»o/(.s  representatives  of 
the  local  commerce.  In  the  principal  open  ports  of  the  republic  there  will  also  bo 
appointed  agents  of  the  bank,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  guard  and  promote  its 
service. 

The  capital  of  the  bank  is  10,000,000  francs,  or  $2,000,000.  It  has  the  exclusive 
privilege  of  emitting  bills  which  shall  pass  current  throughout  the  country,  provided 
t  hat  the  amount  of  such  bills  shall  not  exceed  the  treble  of  its  metallic  reserve,  and 
that  they  be  redi^emed  on  presentation  at  the  bank  of  Port  au  Prince  or  its  branches 
in  Hayti.  Such  bills  shall  be  of  the  denominaticms  of  .5,  10,  20,  100,  aud  200  gourdes, 
tlie  bank  being  left  free  to  determine  the  amount  of  each  sort. 

The  bank  is  engaged  to  have  struck  and  issued  2,000,000  gourdes  of  new  national 
money,  gold  and  silver,  according  to  the  money  unit  lixed  by  the  government 
Already  it  has  received  from  Paris  some  $300,000  iii  gourdes  and  10-cent  pieces,  which 
it  is  gradually  putting  into  circulation. 

Th(;  gourde  is  equivalent  at  par  to  the  French  5-franc  piece,  and  the  weight  and 
alloy  of  all  the  pieces  of  such  money  shall  be  conformed  to  the  regulations  of  the 
monetary  union. 

The  bank  is  ol)ligtae  I  to  discharge  the  service  of  the  treasury  of  the  Govei'nment  of 
Hayti  ;  to  receive  upon  collection  all  sums  due  to  the  state,  notably  all  duties  of  the 
customs  upon  imports  and  exports.  It  is  also  charged  to  make  all  payments  on  ac- 
<  ouMt  of  tli(^  slate,  as  regai-ds  tlie  interest  and  redemption  of  every  debt,  internal  and

foreign,  to  the  extent  of  credit  to  the  government  of  |300,000,  which  the  bank  enguges 
(o  jidvance. 

The  bank  is  authorized  to  deduct  from  its  collections  the  funds  required  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  public  service.  Such  service  of  collection  and  payment  by  the 
Dauk  was  on  the  26th  of  July  last  made  the  subject  of  special  regulation  as  between 
the  secretary  of  state  finances  and  such  institutions. 

The  commissions  allowed  the  bank  therefor  are  fixed  by  the  contract  of  one  i)er 
cent.  u]H)n  collections  and  oue-half  per  cent,  upon  all  internal  ])ayujents,  while  a  half 
l)er  cent,  more  is  added  where  the  debt  i§  foreign  to  compensate  for  loss  caused  upon 
■exchange. 

In  addition  to  these  matters  of  service,  and  the  com])ensations  resulting  therefrom, 
the  bank  is  authorized  to  perform  all  the  ordinary  operations  of  a  bank  of  issue,  de- 
posit, loan,  and  discount,  as  well  as  all  general  business  conducted  by  such  institu- 
iivons. 

During  the  continuance  of  the  concession  to  the  bank  the  government  obliges  itself 
to  issue  no  paper  money;  to  authorize  no  bank  nor  establishment  with  privileges 
similar  to  those  granted  to  the  Bank  of  Hayti ;  and  further,  it  agrees  to  protect  the 
bank  against  every  enterprise  which  might  injure  the  rights  resulting  from  this  con- 
■cession  to  its  profit. 

As  regards  special  advances  made  to  the  government  other  and  additional  to  the 
$300,000  already  mentioned,  they  sball  be  regulated  and  balanced  every  three  months; 
and  they  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum;  and  besides  the 
state  shall  allow  the  bank  thereon  a  commission  of  one-half  per  cent,  (juarterly. 

In  its  civil  character  the  bank  is  to  be  regarded  and  treated  as  enjoying  llaytian 
•citizenship;  and  hence  it  may  contract,  acquire,  and  possess  real  property  anywhere 
■within  the  linnts  of  the  country,  and  enjoy  all  rights  and  privileges  whatsoever  ac- 
corded by  law  to  the  citizens  of  the  republic.  It  is  accorded  all  necessary  njilitary 
protection  at  its  principal  seat  and  its  various  branches;  and  the  I'resident  is  forbid- 
den to  pardon  any  person  prosecuted  and  condemned  for  counterfeiting  its  bills  and 
coins. 

The  bank  and  all  its  branches  are  entirely  exempted  from  taxes  and  duties  of  every 
sort,  as  well  as  regards  their  bills,  orders,  and  checks  as  otherwise.    It  is  required  to 
pviblish  a  monthly  account  of  its  condition  in  the  "  Monitenr,"'  and  should  differences 
.arise  between  it  and  the  Government,  these  are  to  be  det<'rmined  and  settled  by  arbi- 
tration. 

The  contract  by  which  the  establishment  of  the  bank  was  settled,  and  the  stipuhi- 
tions  mentioned  were  fixed,  was  made  on  the  liOth  day  of  January,  1881,  at  Paris,  in 
Jiccordance  with  the  law  of  France  of  July  24,  ISliT,  upon  compromise  and  in  accord- 
.ance  witli  the  decree  of  the  national  assembly  of  Hayti,  i)rovi(ling  for  the  creation  of 
:such  institution,  passed  September  10,  1880.  Mr.  Cliarles  La  Forestrie,  secn^tary  of 
state,  of  finances,  commerce,  and  foreign  affairs  of  this  republic  signs  it  on  behalf  of 
•the  Haytian  Government,  and  Mr.  Henri  Durvien,  president  of  the  council  adminis- 
tration of  "La  Soci^le  Gtn4rale  du  Credit  Jnduntriel  et  CommerciaV  on  behalf  of  such 
association. 

The  ))rincipal  establishment  of  the  bank  at  Port  an  Prince  was  formally  opened 
on  the  1st  day  of  Sei)teml»er  last,  and  since  that  time  its  transactions,  according  to 
report.,  have  consisted  chiefly  in  installing  its  working  force;  in  assuming  the  nian- 
ageinent  of  the  government  treasury,  commencing  this  service  on  the  Ist  day  of  last 
month  ;  in  seeking  to  put  its  silver  coins,  the  gourde  and  ten-cent  piece,  in  circula- 
tion, mainly  by  exchanging  the  same  as  demand  has  been  made  at  its  counters  for 
Mexican  silver  dollars ;  and  in  performing  such  general  business  with  the  government 
as  circumstances  seemed  to  necessitate. 

Of  course  the  bank,  dealing  with  the  creditors  of  the  government  abroad,  and  un- 
dertaking to  transact  a  general  banking  business  not  confined  to  the  country,  will 
be  compcdled,  sooner  or  later,  to  establish  business  relations  and  correspondence  in 
the  various  principal  commercial  cities  of  the  world.  Already  it  has  established 
such  relations  in  the  city  of  New  York;  and  on  the  last  steamship  leaving  this  port 
for  such  city  on  the  7th  instant,  the  bank  shipped  to  its  correspondent  tliere  the  sum 
of  $56,000  iu  Mexican  silver  dollars  to  be  exchanged,  or  transhijjped  to  London  for 
sale. 

For  some  time  the  trade  between  the  United  States  and  Hayti  has  been  considerable. 
IS'ith  the  imi)roved  facilities  now  being  furnished  by  tlu!  tri-monthly  departure  of 
steamships  from  New  York  to  this  country  this  business  will  ])robably  be  greatly  in- 
creased, and  the  transactions  had  by  the  l)ank  with  citizens  of  our  country  may  be 
numerous  and  profital»le.  In  addition  to  the  advantages  already  named  as  accruing 
to  tlie  bank,  the  government  engages  to  withdraw  from  circulation  all  moneys  now 
jtassing  current  in  tl>e  country  within  one  year,  and  to  assumi;  any  charge  and  loss 
HM)nnected  with  sucli  operation  ;  tiie  l)auk  only  being  re<iuired  in  that  behalf  fo  lend 
its  assistance  to  the  government  in  replacing  such  money  by  the  new  national  cur- 
j-ency. 
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Sonud  business  wisdom,  as  woll  Jis  intc]li<?(;iit  patriotism,  would  suggest  that  tin- 
•most  compreluMisive  and  liberal  policy  l)e  cultivated  in  connection  with  this  particu- 
lar branch  of  the  suhject. 

Foreign  specie  circulating  in  the  country  with  which  the  peo])]e  are  familiar,  and 
whose  value  is  settled,  may  very  wisely  be  treated  as  subsidiary  to  the  national  cur- 
rency. 

The  government  exercises  control  with  respect  to  the  operations  of  the  bank 
through  a  special  commissioner,  appointed  by  tlie  Minister  of  Finances,  who  is  charged 
to  see  that  the  conditions  of  the  concession  made  to  it  arc  strictly  performed,  and 
such  commissioner  is  empowered  to  interfere  in  the  administration  thereof  when  such 
conditions  are  neglected  or  violated.  The  government  has  the  right  also  to  appoint 
a.  apeci.al  commissioner  at  Paris.  Its  commissioner  already  appointed  for  Port  au 
Prince  is  Mr.  P.  A.  Bois,  formerly  the  president  of  the  chaml)er  of  accounts,  a  man 
said  to  be  well  qualitied  to  discluxrge  the  delicate  responsibilities  of  the  position  to 
which  he  h.as  been  called. 

Although  the  projiosition  to  found  the  bank  was,  at  first,  received  with  consider- 
able disfavor,  and,  during  the  somewhat  protracted  period  occupied  by  the  agent  of 
the  government  in  negotiations  at  Paris  for  its  establishment,  many  discouraging 
predictions  were  made  with  respect  to  the  result,  its  inauguration  at  Port  au  Prince 
has  been  regarded  with  kindly  feeling  by  all,  while  by  its  more  earnest  and  active 
promoters  it  has  been  welcomed  in  the  warmest  manner,  as  promising  to  meet  im- 
portant tiuancial  administrative  as  well  as  monetary  wants  of  the  country. 

In  his  message  of  the  18th  of  August  last,  addressed  to  the  national  assembly,  the 
])resideut  of  the  republic,  in  speaking  of  the  establishment  of  the  bank,  employs  the 
following  words,  as  translated  from  his  French: 

"The  bank,  about  which  malevolence  has  sown  so  many  contradictory  reports,  is  an 
-accomplished  fact.  The  full  and  entire  operation  of  this  institution,  w^hich  (livers 
<'ircumstances  have  retarded  up  to  this  day,  will  very  soon  dissipate  all  misunderstand- 
ings and  all  errors  which  political  passion,  inveterate  prejudice,  or  interests  appre- 
hensive without  reason,  have  accumulated. 

"The  double  cliai'acter  which  distinguishesour  bank,  thatof  an  institution  of  credit 
and  of  a  regulator  of  our  adnunistration,  would  have  been  incompletely  assured  if 
financial  I'egulatiou  had  uot  been  estal)lished  for  the  r6sum6  of  our  laws  of  admin- 
istration, to  introduce  order  into  the  inildic  services,  and  to  accomplish  the  removal 
of  the  obstacles  engendered  by  the  dei)lorable  habits  in  which  the  financial,  moral,. 
and  political  trouble  is  reflected,  to  which  our  community  has  been  too  long  the 
prey." 

Should  the  result  predicted  by  the  president  in  these  words  be  secured  to  the 
country  and  government,  through  the  agency  of  the  bank,  its  establishment  will 
liave  been  entirely  justified.

?^EW  coinage  law  of  the  argentine  republic — modification  of  the  monetart 

UNIT — changed  value  OF  FOREIGN  COINS— PAPER  CIRCULATION. 

At  the  late  session  of  the  Argentine  congress  a  law  was  passed  (November  5,  1881) 
jn  regard  to  the  monetary  unit  of  the  Argentine  Republic,  which  uot  only  consider- 
ably modifies  the  relative  values  of  foreign  coins  in  circulation  here,  but  changes  the 
.actual  value  of  the  Argentine  "peso,"  or  gold  dollar.  Under  the  law  of  Se[)tember 
29,  1875,  the  "  ])eso,"  or  monetary  unit  of  the  country,  was  ecjual  to  100  Ar"-entino 
<;ents.    The  new  law  makes  the  "peso''  .033  cent  less  in  value;  i,  c.,  the  Argentine 
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monetary  unit  by  the  terms  of  the  law  of  November  5,  1881,  is  only  etjual  to  99.7 
Argentine  cents  of  tlu;  monetjiiy  unit  under  the  old  law.  The  ineisent  law  went  into 
operation  on  the  Ist  day  of  Felirtiary,  lsa2,  and  as  no  coina<;e  under  tlie  new  law  is 
yet  iu  circulation,  the  i)re8eut  circulating  medium  of  the  conntrv  being  bank  notes 
based  on  the  value  of  the  monetin y  unit  under  the  old  hxw.  thi'  change  numt  for  a 
time  create  some  confusion  in  tiie  keeping  of  accounts,  and  w  here  hirg*-  i»ayn)ents  are 
to  be  made  also  some  inconvenience.  As  the  subject  is  now  of  some  interest  to  tbe 
United  States,  I  translate  below  the  most  important  pntvisions  of  the  new  law: 

Akticle  1.  The  monetary  unit  of  the  Argentine  Republic  shall  be  the  gold  or  silver 
dollar  (peso  de  oro  6  plafa).  The  gold  dollar  shall  be  of  the  weight  of  l.()l->9  grams 
(equal '^5.1  grains,  English  weight)  of  the  fineness  of  900  parts  of  gold  to  100  of  alloy. 
The  silver  dollar  shall  be  of  the  weight  of  twenty-five  grams  of  silver  of  the  fineness 
of  900  parts  to  100  of  alloy. 

Art.  2.  The  national  mint  shall  coin  moneys  of  gold,  silver,  and  copper  of  the 
following  denominations,  kinds,  value,  fineness,  and  weights,  to  wit:

Art.  3.  All  these  moneys  must  bear  on  the  obverse  the  .shield  or  coat  of  arms  of  the 
nation,  with  the  inscription  "Republica  Argentina"  and  the  year  of  its  coinage;  on 
the  reverse  a  bust  wearing  a  "Liberty  cap,"  with  the  inscription  "  Libertad,"  and 
the  value,  denomination,  ami  fineness  of  the  piece. 

The  "argentine"  and  silver  dollar  ;>//(/«")  shall  bear  the  inscription  Igua- 

lidad  ante  la  lei/"  on  the  rim.  The  otlnu-  gold  and  silver  pieces  shall  have  the  riui 
grooved;  the  copper  coins  plain  or  smootli. 

Art.  4.  The  coinage  of  silver  shall  not  exceed  $4  for  each  inhabitant  of  the  re- 
public, and  that  of  copper  20  cents,  the  executive  having  the  power  of  determining 
the  proportions  between  the  multiples  and  sub-multii»les  of  the  coins  of  each  metal. 

Art,  5.  All  moneys  of  gold  and  silver  coined  in  accordance  with  this  law  shall  be. 
legal  tender  throughout  the  rej>ublic  in  the  itayment  of  contracts  and  the  canceling 
of  obligations, 

Art.  (i.  In  the  })ayment  of  debts  the  receijit  of  silver  coins  of  less  viilue  than  one 
dollar  and  thoseof  copju-r  is  not  obligatory,  except  in  the  proportion  of  fifty  cents,  if 
the  obligati<ni  does  not  exceed  twenty  dollars,  and  in  the  proportion  of  one  dollar  for 
all  sums  exceeding  that  amount. 

Art.  7.  The  h'gal  circulation  of  all  foreign  gold  coins  will  be  ]»rohibited  as  soon  a.-* 
the  gold  coinage  of  the  national  mint  shall  reach  |!8,(KI0,0(Mt ;  and  the  legal  circula- 
tion of  all  foreign  silver  coins  will  be  ])rohibited  as  soon  as  the  silver  coinage  of  the 
national  mint  shall  reach  $4,000,(100.  So  soon  as  the  coinage  of  gold  and  silver  sliall 
have  reached  these  amounts  the  execntivc  of  the  nation  shall  i.ssue  a  decree  fixing 
the  time  for  the  foregoing  i)rovisions  of  law  to  go  into  eflect,  after  which  all  acts, 
l)aynients  and  contracts  must  be  exjjressed  in  national  money. 

The  law  contains  a  number  of  other  provisions  but  they  are  without  any  public 
interest  outside  the  country. 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  law,  the  President  has  issued  a  decree  establishing 
the  relative  values  of  the  old  coins  and  moneys  still  in  circulation  with  respect  to  the 
new  unit  of  value.

As  I  luive  already  said,  the  "  peso"  or  new  unit  of  value  under  the  law  of  November 
5,  1881,  is  .03;{  cents  less  than  the  "  peso  fuerte"  under  the  former  law  of  .Sef)tember 
29,  1875.  In  other  words,  1  "  peso  fuertti"  is  equivalent  to  1.0:W  "  pesos"  of  the  new- 
coinage;  10  "pesos  fuert(is"  ar(i  etpiiviilent  to  10.:^3;i  "pesos";  100  "pesos  fuertes" 
to  lli;{.3:?:5,  &o.  On  making  tlie  rediutioH  tlie  other  way  1  "peso"  under  tlie  new 
coinage  law  is  equal  to  only  .997  iu  "  pesos  fuertes"  undnr  the  old  law,  and  so  on. 

It  will  be  observed  th.at  the  Argentine  "peso"  or  unit  of  value  is  only  of  the  weight 
of  25.1  English  grains,  while  the  American  dollar  or  unit  of  value  is  25.8  English 
grains,  thus  making  the  American  dollar  worth  $1.0:504  of  the  Argentine. 

Tlie  national  government  of  the  Arjieiitine  Republic  has  already  ordered  that  the 
public  accounts  shall  be  henceforward  kept  in  tlie  new  "peso"  or  unit  of  value  ;  aud 
the  Minister  of  Finance,  a  few  days  ago,  sent  circulars  to  the  governors  of  the  several 
proviuces  asking  them  also  to  conform  their  public  acoonuts  to  the  new  law. 

It  is  seated  that  the  natioual  miut  is  now  running  day  aud  night,  with  a  view  to 
being  able  as  soon  as  possible  to  put  in  circulation  the  eight  millious  of  gold  and  the 
four  millious  of  silver  d(dlars  provided  for  in  the  seventh  article  of  the  law,  after 
which  no  foreign  coins  will  be  permitted  to  be  used  as  money  within  the  limits  of  the 
republic.  At  the  ]>resent  time  these  coins  furnish  all  the  gold  tliat  is  required  by  the 
exigencies  of  trade  in  the  Argentine  Republic.  Indeed,  the  Argentine  Republic  has 
never  had  a  metallic  currency.  In  some  of  the  upper  provinces  under  the  old  Spanish 
viceroyalty  there  was  at  one  time  considerable  quantities  of  gold  coined  in  ounces 
aud  lialf  ounces;  and  after  the  se()aratiou  from  Spain  there  were,  for  a  while,  provin- 
cial mints  at  Risja  and  Cordoba,  a  reference  to  which  will  be  found  iu  my  last  annual 
re()ort;  but  since  the  country  became  consolidated  as  the  "Argentine  Republic"  there 
has  never  until  now  been  a  national  mint.  The  only  circulating  medium  among  the 
people,  as  I  have  before  said,  is  paper  money. 

The  two  great  banking  institutions  which  furnish  this  are  the  National  Bank,  with 
branches  in  all  the  ])roviuces,  and  whose  notes  principally  circulate  in  the  interior; 
and  the  Bank  of  the  Province  of  Bueuos  Ayres,  whose  notes  circulate  generally.  The 
circulati<m  of  the  former  on  the  3()th  of  June,  1881,  amounted  to  $1,819,300  iu  notes 
of  the  denomination  of  one  gold  dollar  aud  upwards.  The  circulation  of  the  Bank  of 
the  Province  of  Bueuos  Ayres  c(»nsists  of  two  kinds  of  notes — th(Kse  which  are  called 
"  currency  "  {moneda  corriente),  of  which  the  unit  of  value  is  the  old  depreciated  "  peso," 
whose  legal  value  has  been  tixed  at  4  Argentine  cents;  and  those  which  are  called 
■**  pesos  fuertes,"  whose  value  is  100  Argeutiue  ceuts.  Of  the  former  the  bank  had,  at 
the  last  re])ort,  $398,457,650  "currency"  in  circulation,  which  at  four  cents  to  the 
dollar  is  equal  to  $15,938,306.24  gold  ;'  and  of  the  latter  $19,344,240,  makiii^r  a  total 
circulation  of  $35,282,456.24  in  gold  d(dlar  notes.  By  the  teruis  of  the  new  coinage 
law,  all  these  notes  must,  within  two  years,  be  withdrawn  from  circulation  and  re- 
placed by  notes  correspoudiug  to  the  new  monetary  unit.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  circular  marked  "  separate,"  after  the  12th  Ajiril,  1882,  in 
relation  to  coinage,  producticm,  &c.,  of  the  precious  metals,  pai>er  aud  metallic  cir- 
culation, and  interrogatories  jtropouuded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  iu  rela- 
tion thereto,  for  the  year  1881,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  at  this  moment,  by  reason  of 
the  war  with  Chili,  there  is  no  means  of  obtaining  any  reliable  information  iu  rela- 
tion thereto,  so  far  as  Peru  is  coucerned.  This  unfortunate  country  has  in  tact  at 
this  time  no  government,  and  the  whole  administration  is  carried  oil  (municipal  aa 
well  as  political  and  judicial)  by  Chilian  employees.  There  are  uo  statistics  kept 
and  no  information  relating  to  the  matter  can  be  had.  '

Sir:  Iu  reply  to  your  circular  letter  of  April  12  marked  "  separate,"  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  follo\viii<>  report,  which  maybe  considered  as  nearly  accurate  as 
the  limited  official  and  banking  stiitistics  of  Bolivia  could  furnish. 

In  order  to  be  concise,  I  shall  reply  to  thepropounded  interrogatories  categorically 
and  in  their  order  : 

1.  No  gold  was  coined  in  Bolivia  during  the  year  1881. 

2.  During  the  year  47,4"<i5  kiIograu)s  of  .silver  were  coined  at  the  national  mint  of 
Potosi,  which  produced  in  "quintos"  (twenty-cent  pieces)  of  900  tine  and  4.6  grams 
weight,  the  sum  of  2,050,658.40  bolivianos,  and  about  20,000  bolivianos  in  ten-cent 
and  live  cent  i)ieces. 

3.  Of  gold  coin  and  bullion  none  was  imported;  the  export  of  gold  bullion  con- 
sisted of  4.000  ounce*. 

4.  Of  silver  coin  the  imi)ort  was  insigniticant ;  of  silver  bullion,  none;  the  export 
of  silver  coin  amounted  to  about  500,000  bolivianos,  and  of  silver  bullion  {ind  ores 
about  8,000,000  bolivianos. 

5.  The  j)roduction  of  Bolivian  gold  mines  was  small  during  the  year — between 
3,000  and  4,000  ounces. 

6.  The  silver  mines  produced  1,100,000  marcs  of  silver,  including  bullion  and  ores 
reported. 

7.  No  gold  coin  was  in  the  treasury,  in  tlie  banks,  or  in  circulation  at  the  close  of 
the  year  1881. 

8.  Of  silver  coin  at  the  close  of  the  year  the  amount  of  470,160.82  bolivianos  and 
of  silver  bars  69,054.22  bolivianos  remained  in  the  National  Bank  of  Bolivia;  in  cir- 
culation the  anujunt  is  cstimate«l  at  6,000.000  bolivianos.  A  national  treasury  does 
not  exist;  collection  and  i)aynu!nts  are  made  l)y  sul»-i)refects  of  provinces  on  direct 
orders  of  the  government,  as  also  by  tlu;  superintendents  of  custom-houses. 

9.  The  only  ])aper  currency  iu  existenct^  in  liolivia  is  issued  by  the  national  bank, 
and  of  this  was  outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  year  1881  the  sum  of  1,374,869  boliv- 
ianos, the  value  of  this  i)aper  currency  being  at  par  with  silver  <'oiu. 

10.  No  laws  were  ])asse<l  during  the  year  1881  affecting  the  coinage,  issue,  or  legal 
tender  character  of  the  metallic  and  i)aper  circulation  in  Bolivia.

Report  of  the  superintendent  of  the  mint  to  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs. 

Answer  to  Question  1:  The  gold  coined  during  the  year  1880  was  $108,930,  and' 
during  the  year  1881,  $125,'.i80. 

Answer  to  Question  2:  The  coinage  of  silver  during  the  year  1880  was  !$2,226,392.75, 
and  during  the  year  1881,  $3,020,000.95. 

Answer  to  Question  3 :  The  importation  of  gold  during  the  year  1880  was,  in  coin, 
$16,29.'^,  and  in  bullion,  $650. 

Answer  to  Question  4  :  During  the  year  1880  silver  in  coin  to  the  amount  of  $13,152, 
and  in  bars  $12,952,  was  imported. 

Answers  to  Questions  5  and  6:  The  export  of  gold  coin  was  $43,083,  and  of  silver 
coin,  $1,174,059;  of  gold  bullion,  $21,393;  and  silver  bullion,  $3,372,740. 

Answer  to  Question  7 :  The  amount  of  $21,393  of  gold  bullion  exported  and  $107,476.73 
gold  bullion  bought  at  the  mint  is  presumed  to  be  the  value  of  the  production  of  the 
mines. 

Answer  to  Question  8:  The  silver  bullion  exported,  amounting  to  $3,372,740,  and 
$1,709,007.48  paid  for  bullion  at  the  mint — total,  $5,081,747.48 — is  the  approximate 
value  of  silver  produced  by  the  mines. 

Answer  to  Question  9  :  On  the  31st  day  of  December,  1880,  there  were  in  the  treas- 
ury $798,000 ;  in  the  banks  (approximately),  $1,600,000;  in  circulation  (more  or  less), 
$2,500,000. 

Answer  to  Question  10:  No  foreign  coins  are  legal  tender.  Foreign  coins  are 
bought  and  sold,  varying  in  price  according  to  the  demand  for  Europe  or  for  its  in- 
trinsic value.

Sir:  Comi)lying  with  instnictions  from  the  Department  of  State  hy  dispatch  dated 
Jnly  19,  inclo.sing  copy  of  your  letter  of  the  lUtli  of  July  to  the  State  Department, 
and  received  at  this  consulate  on  the  2^M  ultimo,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the 
following  statement,  viz  : 

The  i)resent  ofWcial  (U)llar  of  the  Reptihlic  of  Uruguay,  styled  "pcxo  vaninv((l,"  or 
national  dollar,  dates  fnun  the  1st  of  Jauuary,  1863.  It  is  suhdivided  into  10  reales, 
of  10  cents  each,  and  dechired  to  rejjre.sent  1.000  reis,  while  tlie  patacou  only  repre- 
sented 960  reis.  This  will  account  t<»r  the  ditlerence  in  the  (iue:sti«>ns  of  excliauge  on 
London  hetween  this  market  and  that  of  Huenos  Ayres.  For  examph',  the  rate  of 
48d.  i)er  patac<m  in  the  latter  is  equivalent  to  50rf.  per  nation.il  dollar  of  this  place, 
the  Montevideo  dollar  heing  one  twenty-fourth  ])art  more  valuable  than  the  patacon 
or  peso  fuerte  of  Buenos  Ayres. 

Prior  to  the  latter  ]tart  of  the  year  1877  the  peso  nosional  was  a  iiction,  not  heing 
represented  by  any  coin  bearing  the  stamp  of  this  couutry.  In  the  y<!ar  named,  how- 
ever, a  national  silver  currency,  coined  in  France  for  account  of  the  government, 
and  consisting  of  coins  of  the  "following  values,  viz,  one  dollar,  tifty  cents,  twenty 
cents,  and  ten  cents,  was  i)ul  into  circulation.  Before  1li«'  introduction  of  the  na- 
tional silver  currency,  just  mentioned,  the  following  silver  coins  passed  cnrrent 
here  as  a  national  dollar,  viz: 

The  dollar  of  the  United  States  of  America,  the  Mexican  dollar,  the  Spanish  dollar, 
the  Portuguese  coin  of  960  reis,  and  the  Brazilian  coin  of  2,000  reis,  all  of  which,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Brazilian  coin  of  2,(»00  reis,  w  liich  is  still  current,  were  demon- 
etized in  order  to  make  room  for  the  national  money. 

This  country  po-ssesses  no  national  gold  coinage,  hut  the  following  foreign  gold 
coins  enjoy  a  legal  circnlation  at  the  annexe«l  official  values,  viz:  The  United  States 
ea'>-le,  §9.66;  the  British  sovereign,  S4.70;  the  Brazilian  20  milreis  piece,  $10.56; 
Clulian  condor,  §.8.82 ;  the  20  soles  of  Peru,  Venezuela,  and  Colombia,  §18.66;  the 
Portuguese  corona,  §10.45;  the  Spanish  dollar  of  1(»U  reals,  vellon,  §4.82;  the  20- franc 

{dece  of  France,  and  coins  of  corresponding  value  of  Italy,  Austria,  Belgium,  Switzer- 
and,  and  Greece.  §3.75;  the  German  2U-marks  piece,  §4.60. 

The  gold  (»unce,  iormerly  in  circulation  here,  and  which  ]»as.sed  cnrrent  as  16  pala- 
cones  of  8  reals  each,  was  demonetized  in  1877.  Its  legal  value  was  §15.36  (national 
standard)  up  to  the  14th  of  July,  187G,  when  it  was  reduced  to  §15.12.  and  continued 
at  this  until  it  paased  out  of  currency.  This  coiu  is  still  used  as  current  money  iu 
the  neighboring  city  of  Buenos  Ayres,  15  ])eso  fuertes  (or  jtataconeo)  and  75  cenlB 
(ilS./Sf  being  its  otlicial  value  there.
